HISTORY 

The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the 
first  Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase. 
The  needs  of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop 
in  1818,  suggested  to  him  the  importance  of  an  in- 
stitution for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
Ministry  of  the  Church.  With  the  object  of  secur- 
ing funds  for  this  purpose  he  visited  England  in 
1823.  Such  was  his  success  there  and  such  his  zeal 
and  courage  that  on  his  return  he  determined  to 
add  to  his  earlier  plan  a  college  for  secular  educa- 
tion. This,  as  he  declared,  was  not  to  hinder  but 
to  further  the  original  design.  The  first  corporate 
name  was  'The  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio."  In  1891  the  corporate  title  became  "Kenyon 
College,"  and  the  Seminary  has  since  been  known 
as  the  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains. The  roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded 
in  the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its 
vigorous  enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological 
education  is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with 
safety  be  neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the 
service  of  which  this  institution  was  founded,  re- 
quires insistence  upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative, 
but  does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical 
questions  of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the 
part  of  the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualifica- 
tion as  serious  as  it  is  inexcusable. 

SITE 

Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  vil- 
lage of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the 
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Akron  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a 
little  east  of  the  center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty- 
miles  from  Columbus,  five  miles  from  Mount  Ver- 
non, and  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  from  Cleve- 
land. The  altitude  above  sea  level  is  more  than  a 
thousand  feet.  The  site  was  chosen  by  Bishop 
Chase,  after  careful  investigation,  for  natural 
beauty  of  surroundings  and  healthfulness  of  cli- 
mate. The  pleateau  on  which  the  College  and 
village  are  situated  rises  about  two  hundred  feet 
above  the  valley  of  the  Kokosing  River,  which  flows 
around  it  on  three  sides. 

BUILDINGS 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three-story  building  of  pure 
Elizabethan  architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park 
of  several  acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete 
reconstruction  of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and 
the  renovated  building  was  reoccupied  in  January, 
1915.  The  cost  has  been  about  $80,000  and  the 
renovated  building  is  far  stronger,  better  and  more 
beautiful  than  the  original  structure.  While  only 
the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have  been  retained,  the 
beautiful  exterior  designed  by  Henry  Roberts,  the 
architect  of  the  London  Crystal  Palace,  is  quite  un- 
changed. Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a  new  building 
with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The  first  floor 
now  contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  visitors'  gallery, 
a  common  room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation 
rooms.  The  second  and  third  floors  contain  single 
rooms  and  suites  for  two  students,  with  baths  on 
each  floor.  The  oriel  window  over  the  entrance, 
formerly  of  wood,  has  been  replaced  in  stone,  while 
retaining  every  line  of  its  graceful  proportions  and 
beautiful  traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedi- 
cation of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the 
Chapel  at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathe- 
dral windows  and  trussed  and  panelled  ceiling  are 
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handsome  features.  The  beautiful  altar  window 
and  a  two-manual  organ  with  pedal  rank  have  been 
given  by  Miss  Florence  Sullivan  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological 
seminary,  is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall, 
with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor 
arch.  It  is  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn, 
as  a  memorial  of  her  husband,  Warren  Colburn. 

LIBRARY 

The  theological  library  of  about  12,000  vol- 
umes, housed  in  Colburn  Hall,  contains  many  rare 
and  curious  volumes,  some  of  which  have  no  dupli- 
cates on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  nucleus  of 
the  library  consists  of  gifts  to  Bishops  Chase  and 
Mcllvaine  from  members  of  the  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's  private  library  of 
about  2500  volumes  has  been  added,  and  further 
additions  are  made  from  the  funds  given  by  Charles 
D.  Betts  and  Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
'55,  the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly 
owned  by  the  Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been 
added  to  the  library.  These  books  have  been  placed 
in  especially  constructed  cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 

THE  COLBURN  CHAIR  OF  HOMILETICS 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  en- 
dowment has  been  provided  for  a  professorship  of 
Homiletics.  The  appointment  to  this  new  chair  will 
be  made  in  June,  1915,  and  courses  in  this  impor- 
tant subject  will  be  included  in  the  Seminary  curri- 
culum for  1915-16. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lec- 
tures on  the  Evidence  of  Natural  and  Revealed 
Religion,  or  the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion. 
These  lectures  are  given  every  other  year  on 
Founders'  Day,  which  is  celebrated  on  the  Festival 
of  All  Saints.  The  foundation  provides  also  for  the 
publication  of  the  lectures.

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

professor  streibert 
Junior  Year — 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun, 
Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew  and  Hebrew  Method 
and  Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connec- 
tion with  these,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the 
Pentateuch  and  the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A 
thorough  mastery  of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the 
acquirement  of  a  vocabulary  are  made  the  special 
aims  of  the  year's  work.     Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History. 
The  year  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Histor- 
ical Books  in  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel, 
social,  political  and  religious.  Attention  is  also 
given  to  the  history  of  the  old  Canon  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  the  origin  of  the  several  ancient 
versions,  Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek  and  Latin.  Two 
hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  nu- 
merous Psalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the 
Pentateuch,  the  principles  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are 
carefully  studied,  Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew 
Syntax  being  used  as  a  text-book,  with  constant 
reference  to  Driver's  Use  of  the  Tenses  in  Hebrew, 
Two  hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical 
and  Prophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised 
Version,  with  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of 
Hebrew  poetry,  and  the  rise  and  development  of 
prophecy.     Two  hours  a  week. 
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Senior  Year — 

Interpretation  and  Criticism.  Portions  of  sev- 
eral Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in 
the  original  in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical 
problems  presented.  Lectures  are  also  delivered  on 
Pentateuchal  Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theol- 
ogy.   Two  hours  a  week. 


THE  NEW  TESTAMENT 

professor  watson 
Junior  Year— 

The  work  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a 
short  course  in  the  history  of  the  Jewish  people 
during  the  Maccabean  and  Roman  Periods,  followed 
by  outline  lectures  on  New  Testament  Criticism. 

The  Gospel  according  to  St.  Mark  is  then  taken 
up,  being  read  in  class  in  connection  with  parallel 
passages  from  the  other  Gospels,  special  attention 
being  given  to  the  development  of  an  exegetical 
method  and  habit.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  is 
devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Teachings  of  Christ. 
Recitations  and  lectures  four  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

The  work  of  this  year  starts  with  a  study  of 
the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  recorded 
in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to  the  life 
and  work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken  up,  on 
the  basis  of  the  Acts  and  of  those  Epistles  which 
fall  within  the  Missionary  Journeys,  the  chief  aim 
being  to  bring  forth  the  salient  points  of  his  doc- 
trine.    Four  hours  a  week. 

Senior  Year— 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in 
this,  and  the  Epistles  of  St.  Paul's  captivity  are 
carefully  studied.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is 
also  read,  and  compared  with  the  Pauline  writings. 
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The  latter  part  of  the  year  is  given  to  a  review 
course  in  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testament, 
covering  its  outline  and  contents.  The  more  im- 
portant problems  in  Introduction  and  Criticism  are 
considered  in  detail.     Three  hours  a  week. 

During  the  course  frequent  papers  are  pre- 
pared and  discussed  by  the  students  on  assigned 
topics. 

The  course  includes  an  examination  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  and 
the  whole  of  it  in  English. 


CHURCH  HISTORY,  POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 

DEAN    JONES 

The  course  in  Church  History  provides  for  an 
outline  review  of  the  whole  field,  in  order  that  the 
student  may  appreciate  the  relations  and  propor- 
tions of  the  different  parts.  Special  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  centuries 
in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  course,  and  upon  the 
Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  in  the  latter.  In  the  mid- 
dle year  the  leading  subject  is  the  growth,  culmi- 
nation and  decline  of  the  Papal  power.  The  devel- 
opment of  Christian  institutions  is  carefully  con- 
sidered in  the  Junior  Course.  The  literature  and 
life  of  the  primitive  Church  receive  as  full  treat- 
ment as  time  will  allow. 

In  the  Senior  Year  the  History  of  the  English 
Church  occupies  the  full  time,  except  that  the  Con- 
tinental Reformation  is  considered  in  its  leading 
aspects,  and  that  the  American  Episcopal  Church 
is  reviewed  in  lectures  and  recitations. 

Of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Centuries 
full  and  detailed  knowledge  is  expected,  and  the 
course  of  instruction  is  extended  to  provide  for 
this. 

Smith's  Students'  History,  Kurtz,  Plummer's 
Church  of  the  Early  Fathers,  and  Robertson's 
Church  History,  are  recommended  for  use  in  the 
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Junior  Year;  Smith,  Kurtz,  Hardwick's  Middle 
Ages,  and  Durury's  History  of  the  Middle  Ages  are 
recommended  for  use  by  the  Middle  Class.  Patter- 
son's History  of  the  Church  of  England,  Perry's 
and  Dixon's  Histories  of  the  Church  of  England 
should  be  read  during  the  Senior  Year,  also  the 
histories  of  the  American  Church  by  McConnell 
and  Tiffany. 

The  course  in  Polity  follows,  in  the  main,  the 
direction  suggested  by  the  three  great  topics,  i.  e., 
the  Being  of  the  Church,  the  Authority  of  the 
Church,  and  the  Ministry.  It  also  includes  a  sys- 
tematic study  of  Hooker.

HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

PROFESSOR  STREIBERT 

This  course  covers  the  history  of  missions  from 
the  Apostolic  Age  to  the  present,  in  outline  down 
to  the  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  but  more  in 
detail  since  that  time.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  the  work  in  India,  China,  Japan  and  Africa. 
No  single  text-book  is  available,  but  a  considerable 
number  of  the  most  recent  monographs  on  the  sepa- 
rate fields  as  well  as  biographies  of  missionary  pio- 
neers and  leaders  are  studied,  with  particular  ref- 
erence to  the  work  of  the  Church  in  China  and 
Japan. 


RELIGIOUS  PEDAGOGY

In  1914  tne  woir 
was  oonfin  Cleveland  under  the  direction  of  the 
cfty  Missionary,  who  also  gave  a  course  of  lectures 
at  the  Seminary  on  social  service. 
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ADMISSION 

Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  with 
full  qualifications  according  to  Title  I,  Canon  4,  Sec- 
tion 2,  may  be  received  as  a  student  of  the  seminary ; 
and  any  other  person  who  may  give  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  a  good  moral  and  religious  character,  and 
of  such  literary  qualifications,  to  be  determined  by 
examination,  as  will  enable  him  successfully  to  pur- 
sue theological  studies.  Applicants  for  admission 
are  requested  to  address  the  Dean. 


MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  stand- 
ing, must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the 
Matriculation  Book  of  the  Seminary: 

"We  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological 
Department  of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise, 
with  reliance  on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faith- 
fully obey  the  laws  and  pursue  the  studies  thereof, 
endeavor  to  promote  the  reputation  and  interests 
of  the  Seminary,  and  make  daily  efforts,  by  pious 
leading,  self-examination,  and  secret  prayer,  to  cul- 
tivate all  religious  and  moral  disposition  and  habits, 
and  grow  in  those  graces  which  should  characterize 
the  Christian  and  minister  of  the  Cross." 


SEMINARY  YEAR 

This  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as 
the  Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The 
Christmas  term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October,  and  closes  on  the  Satur- 
day before  Christmas.  The  Easter  term  begins  on 
the  Tuesday  following  the  first  day  of  January,  and

closes  on  the  Saturday  before  Palm  Sunday.  The 
Trinity  term  begins  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  closes 
on  Commencement  day.  Detailed  statement  with 
dates  is  found  in  the  Calendar  on  page  4. 

LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and 
the  Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and 
Southern  Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

A  public  examination  of  each  class  is  held  pre- 
vious to  the  annual  Commencement  and  certificates 
are  awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination, 
are  found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full 
course  of  study. 

DEGREES  AND  HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty  on  Tuesday  preceding  Com- 
mencement week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degrees  of  Bache- 
lor of  Divinity  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall  who  have  a 
Bachelor's  degree  may  receive  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Divinity,  provided — (i)  that  they  have  com- 
pleted the  full  course  of  study,  including  Hebrew, 
and  (ii)  have  maintained  throughout  the  course  an 
average  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall  who  have  not 
a  Bachelor's  degree  may  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Divinity,  provided:  (i)  that  they  have 
completed  the  full  course  of  study,  including  He- 
brew; (ii)  that  they  have  maintained  throughout 
the  course  an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent;  and 
(iii)    that   they   have    completed    a    post-graduate 
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course  of  four  hours  a  week,  not  necessarily  in  resi- 
dence, and  have  passed  an  examination  on  the  work 
with  the  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(c)  Graduates  from  other  seminaries,  who 
have  taken  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  courses,  may  re- 
ceive the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  provided : 
that  they  have  taken  one  year's  work  of  twelve 
hours  a  week,  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall,  following 
lines  of  special  research,  and  have  passed  an  exami- 
nation on  the  work  with  a  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

3.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.  D.  must 
be  a  graduate  of  an  incorporated  College  or  of  a 
Theological  school,  and  must  have  been  at  least  ten 
years  in  Priest's  Orders.  He  must  present  an 
original  essay  in  Latin,  Greek  or  English,  on  some 
subject  connected  with  Theology,  chosen  by  himself. 
He  must  also,  in  the  presence  of  the  Examiners, 
write  two  theses  in  English  on  subjects  from  Eccle- 
siastical History  and  Dogmatic  Theology,  assigned 
him  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  he  must  be 
prepared  to  read  in  the  original  and  comment  upon 
portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  similarly 
assigned  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

4.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in 
accordance  with  the  American  intercollegiate  sys- 
tem. For  Bachelors  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be 
black,  not  over  three  feet  in  length,  lined  with  mauve 
silk,  the  College  color,  with  a  binding  not  over  six 
inches  wide,  of  scarlet  silk  or  velvet.  For  Doctor  of 
Divinity  the  hood  will  be  of  silk,  four  feet  in  length, 
with  panels  at  the  side.  The  colors  are  the  same  as 
for  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent, 
permanent  furniture,  or  use  of  Library.  Text-books 
and  movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels, 
etc.)  are  to  be  provided  by  students. 
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Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students 
by  scholarships,  or  by  the  Joint  Education  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for 
all  students  connected  with  Kenyon  College,  make 
possible  the  furnishing  of  good  board  at  the  cost 
of  $4.00  a  week.  All  the  students  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department  are  expected  to  board  at  the  Com- 
mons Hall,  while  holders  of  scholarships  or  appro- 
priations from  the  Education  Committee  are  re- 
quired to  do  so,  all  such  beneficiary  aid  being  applied 
first  to  the  payment  of  bills  for  board,  light,  heat 
and  laundry.     The  estimated  cost  is  as  follows : 

Board,  about  $135.00. 

Heat  and  light,  from  $12.00  to  $24.00. 

Laundry,  about  $15.00.

The  stu- 
dents are  appointed  in  turn  to  read  the  lessons  for 
the  day.

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HISTORY 

The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the  first 
Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase.  The  needs 
of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop  in  1818,  sug- 
gested to  him  the  importance  of  an  institution  for  the 
education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
With  the  object  of  securing  funds  for  this  purpose  he 
visited  England  in  1823.  Such  was  his  success  there  and 
such  his  zeal  and  courage  that  on  his  return  he  deter- 
mined to  add  to  his  earlier  plan  a  college  for  secular 
education.  This,  as  he  declared,  was  not  to  hinder  but 
to  further  the  original  design.  The  first  corporate  name 
was  "The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."  In  1891  the 
corporate  title  became  "Kenyon  College,"  and  the  Semi- 
nary has  since  been  known  as  the  Divinity  School  of 
Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  The 
roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded  in  the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its  vigor- 
ous enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological  educa- 
tion is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with  safety  be 
neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the  service  of 
which  this  institution  was  founded,  requires  insistence 
upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative,  but 
does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the  part  of 
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the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualification  as  seri- 
ous as  it  is  inexcusable. 

SITE 

Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  village 
of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Akron  Divi- 
sion of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  east  of  the 
center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty  miles  from  Columbus, 
five  miles  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles  from  Cleveland.  The  altitude  above  sea 
level  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet.  The  site  was  chosen 
by  Bishop  Chase,  after  careful  investigation,  for  natural 
beauty  of  surroundings  and  healthfulness  of  climate. 
The  plateau  on  which  the  College  and  village  are  situ- 
ated rises  about  two  hundred  feet  above  the  valley  of 
the  Kokosing  River,  which  flows  around  it  on  three  sides. 

BUILDINGS 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three-story  building  of  pure  Eliza- 
bethan architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park  of  several 
acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete  reconstruction 
of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and  the  renovated  build- 
ing was  reoccupied  in  January,  1915.  The  cost  has  been 
about  $80,000  and  the  renovated  building  is  far  stronger, 
better  and  more  beautiful  than  the  original  structure. 
While  only  the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have  been  re- 
tained, the  beautiful  exterior  designed  by  Henry  Roberts, 
the  architect  of  the  London  Crystal  Palace,  is  quite 
unchanged.  Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a  new  building 
with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The  first  floor  now 
contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  visitors'  gallery,  a  common 
room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation  rooms.  The  second 
and  third  floors  contain  single  rooms  and  suites  for  two 
students,  with  baths  on  each  floor.     The  oriel  window 
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over  the  entrance,  formerly  of  wood,  has  been  replaced 
in  stone,  while  retaining  every  line  of  its  graceful  pro- 
portions and  beautiful  traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedica- 
tion of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the  Chapel 
at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathedral  windows 
and  trussed  and  panelled  ceiling  are  handsome  features. 
The  beautiful  altar  window  and  a  two-manual  organ 
with  pedal  rank  have  been  given,'  by  Miss  Florence 
Sullivan  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological  seminary, 
is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall,  with  which  it 
is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor  arch.  It  is  the  gift 
of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  as  a  memorial  of  her 
husband,  Warren  Colburn. 

LIBRARY 

The  theological  library  of  about  12,000  volumes, 
housed  in  Colburn  Hall,  contains  many  rare  and  curious 
volumes,  some  of  which  have  no  duplicates  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic.  The  nucleus  of  the  library  consists  of 
gifts  to  Bishops  Chase  and  Mcllvaine  from  members  of 
the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's 
private  library  of  about  2500  volumes  has  been  added, 
and  further  additions  are  made  from  the  funds  given  by 
Charles  D.  Betts  and  Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray,  '55, 
the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly  owned  by  the 
Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been  added  to  the  library. 
These  books  have  been  placed  in  especially  constructed 
cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lectures 
on  the  Evidence  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  or 
the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion.  These  lectures  are 
given  every  other  year  on  Founders'  Day,  which  is 
celebrated  on  the  Festival  of  All  Saints.  The  foundation 
provides  also  for  the  publication  of  the  lectures.

In  addition  to  the  required  studies  described  above 
several  elective  courses  are  offered  each  year,  besides 
the  instruction  given  by  the  Bishops  in  Ohio  on  pastoral 
care,  and  lectures  elsewhere  referred  to. 
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THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

professor  streibert 
Junior  Year — 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun,  Har- 
per's Elements  of  Hebrew  and  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connection  with 
these,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the  Pentateuch  and 
the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A  thorough  mastery 
of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the  acquirement  of  a  vocabu- 
lary are  made  the  special  aims  of  the  year's  work.  Four 
hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History.  The 
year  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Historical  Books 
in  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel,  social,  political 
and  religious.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  history  of 
the  old  Canon  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  origin  of 
the  several  ancient  versions,  Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek  and 
Latin.    Two  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connection 
with  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  numerous 
Psalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the  Pentateuch,  the 
principles  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are  carefully  studied. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical  and 
Prophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised  Version, 
with  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of  Hebrew  poetry, 
and  the  rise  and  development  of  prophecy.  Two  hours 
a  week. 

16 
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Senior  Year — 

Interpretation  and  Criticism.  Portions  of  several 
Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in  the  original 
in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical  problems  pre- 
sented. Lectures  are  also  delivered  on  Pentateuchal 
Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theology.  Two  hours  a 
week. 

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  IN  ENGLISH 

For  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  there  are  two 
courses  in  Exegesis  based  on  the  Revised  Version.  One 
course  takes  up  the  Poetical  Books  of  Job,  Psalms,  Prov- 
erbs and  Ecclesiastes,  the  other  the  most  important 
portions  of  the  Prophetical  Books,  especially  Isaiah, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Jeremiah.  These  courses  are 
given  in  alternate  years  for  members  of  the  Middle  and 
Senior  classes. 

THE  NEW  TESTAMENT 

professor  watson 
Junior  Year — 

The  v/ork  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a  short 
course  on  Palestine  and  its  people  in  the  time  of  Christ. 
One  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  is  then  taken  up  and  read 
minutely  in  class,  special  attention  being  given  to  the 
Greek  language  and  to  the  development  of  an  exegetical 
method  and  habit.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a 
course  is  given  in  the  Teachings  of  Jesus. 

Parallel  with  this  is  a  study  of  the  Books  of  the  New 
Testament  in  their  historical  setting,  the  events  which 
they  narrate,  and  the  circumstances  out  of  which  they 
appeared.     Recitations  and  lectures  four  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

The  work  of  this  year  commences  with  a  review 
of  the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  recorded 
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in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to  the  life  and 
work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken  up,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Acts  and  of  the  Epistles  which  fall  within  the 
"Missionary  Journeys,"  the  chief  aim  being  to  bring 
forth  the  salient  points  of  his  doctrine  and  the  conditions 
to  which  they  applied. 

In  this  year  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testament 
is  studied,  covering  the  contents  of  the  Books  and  the 
more  important  problems  of  authorship  and  historicity. 
Three  hours  a  week. 

Senior  Year — 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in  this, 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  Captivity  are  carefully  studied. 
The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is  also  read,  and  compared 
with  the  Pauline  writings. 

The  especial  work  of  this  year  is  exegesis.  The 
endeavor  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of 
commentaries,  and  to  lead  him  to  acquire  facility  in 
arriving  at  the  meaning  of  passages  in  their  context. 
Four  hours  a  week. 

In  the  course  of  the  three  years  as  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  read  in  Greek  as  possible,  and  the 
whole  of  it  in  English. 

CHURCH  HISTORY,  POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 

DEAN    JONES 

The  course  in  Church  History  provides  for  an  out- 
line survey  of  the  whole  field  in  order  that  the  student 
may  appreciate  the  relations  and  proportions  of  the  dif- 
ferent parts. 

1.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  centuries.  The  literature  and  life  of 
the  primitive  Church  receive  as  full  treatment  as  time 
will  allow.     The  era  of  the  great   Controversies   from 
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the  third  century  to  the  Council  of  Chalcedon  re- 
ceives particular  attention.  Extensive  extracts  from 
Eusebius  are  read  and  commented  upon.  Cheetham's 
History  of  the  Early  Church  is  the  text  book  with 
references  to  Plummer's  Church  of  the  Early  Fathers 
Robertson's  History  of  the  Church  and  that  of  Duchesne 
on  the  Early  Church  together  with  Stanley's  Eastern 
Church.    For  Juniors,  two  hours  a  week. 

2.  The  leading  subject  is  the  growth,  culmination 
and  decline  of  the  Papal  power.  Attention  is  given  to 
Medieval  life  and  thought.  There  is  special  study  of 
Monasticism  and  Scholasticism.  The  History  of  the 
English  Church  in  the  Middle  Ages  is  begun  by  a  de- 
tailed Study  of  Bede.  Kurtz  Vol.  2  and  Pattersons  His- 
tory of  the  Church  of  England  are  the  text  books,  with 
which  are  read  portions  of  Hardwick  and  Duruy  on  the 
Middle  Ages.     For  Middlers,  two  hours  a  week. 

3.  The  main  subject  is  the  history  of  the  English 
Church  from  the  early  16th  century  to  the  present.  The 
Continental  Reformation  is  considered  in  its  salient 
aspects  and  the  History  of  the  American  Episcopal 
Church  is  reviewed  in  lectures  and  recitations.  Full 
knowledge  of  the  English  Reformation  and  of  the  Eng- 
lish Church  in  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century  is  re- 
quired. Patterson  is  the  text  book  with  collateral  read- 
ing in  Perry's  and  Dixon's  histories.  For  Seniors,  two 
hours  a  week. 

4.  The  course  in  Polity  follows  the  directions 
suggested  by  the  three  great  topics— the  Being  of  the 
Church,  the  Authority  of  the  Church,  and  the  Ministry. 
These  subjects  receive  preliminary  historical  treatment 
with  full  investigation  of  the  Origins  of  Church  Govern- 
ment. There  is  a  systematic  study  of  Hooker.  Also 
there  is  a  detailed  study  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  American  Church. 
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THEOLOGY 

professor  davies 
Junior  Year — 

The  first  two  terms  are  given  to  the  study  of 
Apologetics.  Epistemology,  Theism,  the  Antitheistic 
Theories,  and  Christian  Origins  are  some  of  the  sub- 
jects. The  text-book  is  Bruce,  Apologetics.  Use  is  also 
made  of  Harris,  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism;  Fisher, 
Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief;  Row,  Bamp- 
ton  Lecture;  and  others.     Three  hours  a  week. 

In  the  third  term  Systematic  Theology  is  begun.  The 
subjects  studied  are  Theology  Proper  and  Anthropology. 
The  plan  followed  in  the  entire  course  is,  first,  the 
statement  of  the  Church  doctrine;  second,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  New  Testament  teaching  on  each  doctrine; 
and,  third,  the  history  of  the  development  of  the  doc- 
trine. The  books  used  are  Pearson,  On  the  Creed; 
Hooker,  Book  V ;  MacLear  and  Williams,  On  the  Arti- 
cles; Gibson,  On  the  Articles;  Stevens,  Theology  of  the 
New  Testament;  Fisher,  History  of  Christian  Doctrine, 
and  others.     Three  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

Systematic  Theology  is  continued.  The  subjects  are 
Soteriology  and  Pneumatology.  Frequent  written  work, 
calling  for  research,  is  required.     Four  hours  a  week. 

Senior  Year — 

The  study  of  Theology  is  continued  during  the  first 
term.  The  subjects  are  Ecclesiology,  and  Eschatology. 
In  addition  to  the  books  named  above,  there  is  frequent 
reference  to  the  works  of  the  great  Anglican  authors — 
Jewel,  Andrews,  Beveridge,  Bull,  Butler,  Waterland  and 
others.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  historic  Anglican 
Theology.     Three  hours  a  week. 
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The  remaining  two  terms  are  given  to  Christian 
Ethics.  The  subject  is  studied  in  a  practical  manner  in 
its  bearing  on  modern  conditions.  The  books  are  Smythe, 
Martensen,  Strong,  Peabody,  Jesus  Christ  and  The 
Social  Question,  and  others.     Four  hours  a  week. 

LITURGICS 

professor  watson 
Middle  Year — 

The  study  of  Liturgies  is  begun  in  the  Middle  Year, 
with  a  course  upon  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book.  The 
text-book  employed  as  a  basis  is  Bishop  Paret's  "Pastoral 
Use  of  the  Prayer  Book,"  supplemented  from  other 
sources,  the  object  being  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  rubrics  of  the  book  and  to  guide  him  in  practical  in- 
terpretation of  them  as  well  as  to  study  the  rationale 
and  meaning  of  the  services.    One  hour  a  week. 

Senior  Year — 

During  this  year  the  history  of  the  Prayer  Book 
is  pursued,  together  with  a  special  study  of  the  principles 
of  public  worship,  and  of  the  Communion  Office  and 
early  Liturgies.  The  text-book  used  is  Proctor  and 
Frere's  "History  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer"  One 
hour  a  week. 

HOMILETICS 

professor   smythe 
Junior  Year — 

Several  sermons  by  F.  W.  Robertson  and  other 
preachers  are  studied.  The  student  composes  and  de- 
livers a  number  of  short  addresses,  and  has  some  prac- 
tice in  telling  Bible  stories.    One  hour  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

Sermons  by  Phillips  Brooks  and  other  preachers 
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are  studied.     Lectures  are  given.     Several  sermons  are 
composed  and  delivered.    One  hour  a  week. 

Senior  Year — 

The  work  consists  mainly  in  the  composition  and 
delivery  of  sermons.  Lectures  are  given.  One  hour  a 
week. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

PROFESSOR    SMYTHE 

This  course  runs  through  the  Senior  year.  In  the 
first  semester  the  work  deals  with  educational  principles 
in  general  and  with  "child  study."  In  the  second  semes- 
ter it  deals  mainly  with  practical  matters  of  Sunday 
School  organization,  grading,  management,  lessons,  social 
activities,  benevolences,  etc. 

Coe's  "Education  in  Religion  and  Morals"  is  a  re- 
quired text-book.  Lectures  are  given  throughout  the 
course.  The  library  contains  a  number  of  the  best  books 
on  education  in  general  and  on  religious  education;  to 
these  reference  is  constantly  made.  There  is  also  a  col- 
lection of  lesson  books  and  lesson  papers  of  various 
series,  and  these  are  examined  by  the  students  to  note 
their  excellencies  and  faults.     Two  hours  a  week. 

HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

DEAN    JONES 

A  start  is  made  by  a  review  of  American  Christian- 
ity, whose  missionary  activities  are  next  considered. 
Thence  the  reading  is  on  English  Missions  and  those  of 
Continental  Churches  to  Asia,  Africa  and  America.  A 
good  collection  of  books  on  the  subject  is  available  in  the 
Library  of  the  Institution.  Frequent  papers  from  the 
class  are  expected.     For  Middlers,  one  hour  a  week. 
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SOCIAL  SERVICE 

During  the  vacation  following  the  middle  year  the 
students  of  this  class  are  required  to  do  six  weeks  of 
practical  work  in  social  service  under  a  director  in  one 
of  the  larger  cities  of  Ohio.  The  expenses  of  the  students 
are  provided  for.  Since  1914,  the  work  has  been  done 
in  Cleveland  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Missionary, 
who  has  also  given  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  Seminary 
on  social  service. 
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ADMISSION 


Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  with  full  qualifi- 
cations according  to  Title  I,  Canon  4,  Section  2,  may  be 
received  as  a  student  of  the  seminary;  and  any  other 
person  who  may  give  sufficient  evidence  of  a  good  moral 
and  religious  character,  and  of  such  literary  qualifica- 
tions, to  be  determined  by  examination,  as  will  enable 
him  successfully  to  pursue  theological  studies.  Appli- 
cants for  admission  are  requested  to  address  the  Dean. 

MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  standing, 
must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the  Matricu- 
lation Book  of  the  Seminary : 

"We  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological 
Department  of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise, 
with  reliance  on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faith- 
fully obey  the  laws  and  pursue  the  studies  thereof, 
endeavor  to  promote  the  reputation  and  interests 
of  the  Seminary,  and  make  daily  efforts,  by  pious 
reading,  self-examination,  and  secret  prayer,  to  cul- 
tivate all  religious  and  moral  dispositions  and  habits, 
and  grow  in  those  graces  which  should  characterize 
the  Christian  and  minister  of  the  Cross." 

SEMINARY  YEAR 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as  the 
Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The  Christmas 
term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
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in  September.     Detailed  statement  with  dates  is  found 
in  the  Calendar  on  page  4. 

LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and  the 
Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and  Southern 
Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

A  public  examination  of  each  class  is  held  previous 
to  the  annual  Commencement  and  certificates  are 
awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination,  are 
found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full  course  of 
study. 

All  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  are  required 
to  take  an  equivalent,  to  be  designated  by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES  AND  HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  conducted 
by  the  Faculty  on  Tuesday  preceding  Commencement 
week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  beginning  of  the 
year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  in  order  to  receive 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  must  be  college 
graduates,  or  have  had  an  education  substantially 
equivalent;  and  must  have  maintained  throughout 
their  course  in  the  Seminary  an  average  grade  of  85 
per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  from  other  seminaries,  who  are 
college  graduates  or  have  had  an  education  sub- 
stantially equivalent,  may  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Divinity;  provided:  that  they  have  taken 
one  year's  work  of  twelve  hours  a  week,  in  residence 
at  Bexley  Hall,  following  lines  of  special  research, 
and  have  passed  an  examination  on  the  work  with  a 
grade  of  85  per  cent. 
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3.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.  D.  must  be  a 
graduate  of  an  incorporated  College  or  of  a  Theological 
school,  and  must  have  been  at  least  ten  years  in  Priest's 
Orders.  He  must  present  an  original  essay  in  Latin, 
Greek  or  English,  on  some  subject  connected  with  The- 
ology, chosen  by  himself.  He  must  also,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Examiners,  write  two  theses  in  English  on  sub- 
jects from  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Dogmatic  Theol- 
ogy, assigned  him  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  he 
must  be  prepared  to  read  in  the  original  and  comment 
upon  portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  similarly 
assigned  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

4.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  American  intercollegiate  system.  For 
Bachelors  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be  black,  not  over 
three  feet  in  length,  lined  with  mauve  silk,  the  College 
color,  with  a  binding  not  over  six  inches  wide,  of  scarlet 
silk  or  velvet.  For  Doctor  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be 
of  silk,  four  feet  in  length  with  panels  at  the  side.  The 
colors  are  the  same  as  for  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent,  per- 
manent furniture,  or  use  of  Library.  Text-books  and 
movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels,  etc.)  are 
to  be  provided  by  students. 

Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students  by 
scholarships,  or  by  the.  Joint  Education  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for  all  students 
connected  with  Kenyon  College,  make  possible  the  furn- 
ishing of  good  board  at  the  cost  of  $4.00  a  week.  All 
the  students  of  the  Theological  Department  are  expected 
to  board  at  the  Commons  Hall,  while  holders  of  scholar- 
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ships  or  appropriations  from  the  Education  Committee 
are  required  to  do  so,  all  such  beneficiary  aid  being 
applied  first  to  the  payment  of  bills  for  board,  light,  heat 
and  laundry.     The  estimate  cost  is  as  follows : 

Board,  about  $135.00. 

Heat  and  light,  from  $20.00  to  $40.00. 

Laundry,  about  $15.00.

History 


The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the  first 
Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase  The 
needs  of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop  in 
1819,  suggested  to  him  the  importance  of  an  institution 
for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church.  With  the  object  of  securing  funds  for  this 
purpose  he  visited  England  in  1823.  Such  was  his 
success  there  and  such  his  zeal  and  courage  that  on  his 
return  he  determined  to  add  to  his  earlier  plan  a  col- 
lege for  secular  education.  This,  as  he  declared,  was 
not  to  hinder  but  to  further  the  original  design.  The 
first  corporate  name  was  "The  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio."  In  1891  the  corporate  title  became  "Kenyon 
College/'  and  the  Seminary  has  since  been  known  as 
the  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mount- 
ains. The  roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded  in 
the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its  vig- 
orous enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological  educa- 
tion is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with  safety  be 
neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the  service  of 
which  this  institution  was  founded,  requires  insistence 
upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative,  but 
does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the  part  of 
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the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualification  as  seri- 
ous as  it  is  inexcusable. 

SITE 

Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  village 
of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Akron  Divi- 
sion of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  east  of  the 
center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty  miles  from  Columbus, 
five  miles  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles  from  Cleveland.  The  altitude  above  sea 
level  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet.  The  site  was  chosen 
by  Bishop  Chase,  after  careful  investigation,  for  natural 
beauty  of  surroundings  and  healthfulness  of  climate. 
The  plateau  on  which  the  College  and  village  are  situ- 
ated rises  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  the 
valley  of  the  Kokosing  River,  which  flows  around  it  on 
three  sides. 

BUILDINGS 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three  story  building  of  pure  Eliza- 
bethan architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park  of  several 
acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and  the  renovated 
building  was  reoccupied  in  January,  1915.  The  cost 
has  been  about  $80,000  and  the  renovated  building  is 
stronger,  better  and  more  beautiful  than  the  original 
structure.  While  only  the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have 
been  retained,  the  beautiful  exterior  designed  by  Henry 
Roberts,  the  architect  of  the  London  Crystal  palace, 
is  quite  unchanged.  Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a  new 
building  with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The  first 
floor  now  contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  vistors'  gallery, 
a  common  room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation  rooms- 
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The  second  and  third  floors  contain  single  rooms  and 
suites  for  two  students,  with  baths  on  each  floor. 
The  oriel  window  over  the  entrance,  formerly  of  wood, 
has  been  replaced  in  stone,  while  retaining  every  line  of 
its  graceful  proportions  and  beautiful  traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedica- 
tion of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the  Chapel 
at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathedral  windows 
and  trussed  and  panelled  ceiling  are  handsome  features. 
The  beautiful  altar  window  and  a  two-manual  organ 
with  pedal  rank  have  been  given  by  Miss  Florence 
Sullivan  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological  semi- 
nary is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor  arch.  It 
is  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  as  a  me- 
morial of  her  husband,  Warren  Colburn. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  of  about  12,000  volumes,  housed  in  Col- 
burn Hall  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  books  of  reference 
and  the  standard  authorities  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  theological  study.  It  also  contains 
many  rare  and  curious  volumes,  some  of  which  have 
no  duplicates  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  nucleus 
of  the  library  consists  of  gifts  to  Bishops  Chase  and 
Mcllvaine  from  members  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's  private  library  of  about  2500 
volumes  has  been  added,  and  further  additions  are 
made  from  the  funds  given  by  Charles  D.  Betts  and 
Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
'55,  the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly  owned  by 
the  Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been  added  to  the 
library.  These  books  have  been  placed  in  especially 
constructed  cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by- 
Bishop  and  Mrs  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lectures 
on  the  Evidence  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  or 
the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion.  These  lectures  are 
given  every  other  year  on  Founder's  Day,  which  is 
celebrated  on  the  Festival  of  all  Saints.  The  founda- 
tion provides  also  for  the  publication  of  the  lectures.

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  STEIBERT 
JUNIOR  YEAR 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun,  Har- 
per's Elements  of  Hebrew  and  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connection  with 
these,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the  Pentateuch  and 
the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A  thorough  mastery 
of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the  acquirement  of  a  vocabu- 
lary are  made  the  special  aims  of  the  year's  work.  Four 
hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History.  The 
year  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Historical  Books 
in  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel,  social,  political 
and  religious.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  history  of 
the  old  Canon  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  origin  of 
the  several  ancient  versions,  Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek  and 
Latin.    Two  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year— 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connection 
with  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  numerous 
Psalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the  Pentateuch,  the 
principles  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are  carefully  studied. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical  and 
Prophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised  Version, 
with  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of  Hebrew  poetry, 
and  the  rise  and  development  of  prophecy.  Two  hours 
a  week.

Portions  of  several 
Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in  the 
original  in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical  problems 
presented.  Lectures  are  also  delivered  on  Pentateuchal 
Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theology.  Two  hours  a 
week. 

THE   OLD  TESTAMENT  IN  ENGLISH 

For  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  there  are 
two  courses  in  Exegesis  based  on  the  Revised  Version. 
One  course  takes  up  the  poetical  books  of  Job,  Psalms, 
Proverbs  and  Ecclesiastes,  the  other  the  most  important 
portions  of  the  Prophetical  Books,  especially  Isaiah, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Jeremiah.  These  courses  are 
given  in  alternate  years  for  members  of  the  Middle  and 
Senior   classes. 

THE  NEW  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR — 

The  work  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a  short 
course  in  Palestine  and  its  people  in  the  time  of  Christ. 
One  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  is  then  taken  up  and  read 
minutely  in  class,  special  attention  being  given  to  the 
Greek  language  and  to  the  development  of  an  ex- 
egetical  method  and  habit.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  a  course  is  given  in  the  Teachings  of  Jesus. 

Parallel  with  this  is  a  study  of  the  Books  of  the 
New  Testament  in  their  historical  setting,  the  events 
which  they  narrate,  and  the  circumstances  out  of 
which  they  appeared.  Recitations  and  lectures  four 
hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

The  work  of  this  year  commences  with  a  review 
of  the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  recorded 
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in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to  the  life  and 
work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken  up,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Acts  and  of  the  Epistles  which  fall  within  the 
"Missionary  Journeys,"  the  chief  aim  being  to  bring 
forth  the  salient  points  of  his  doctrine  and  the  condi- 
tions to  which  they  applied. 

In  this  year  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testament 
is  studied,  covering  the  contents  of  the  Books  and  the 
more  important  problems  of  authorship  and  historicity. 
Three  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR    YEAR — 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in  this, 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  Captivity  are  carefully  studied. 
The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is  also  read,  and  compared 
with  the  Pauline  writings. 

The  especial  work  of  this  year  is  exegesis.  The 
endeavor  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of 
commentaries,  and  to  lead  him  to  acquire  facility  in 
arriving  at  the  meaning  of  passages  in  their  context. 
Four  hours  a  week. 

In  the  course  of  the  three  years  as  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  read  in  Greek  as  possible,  and  the 
whole  of  it  in  English. 

CHURCH  HISTORY,  POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 

The  course  in  Church  History  provides  for  an  out- 
line survey  of  the  whole  field  in  order  that  the  student 
may  appreciate  the  relations  and  proportions  of  the  dif- 
ferent parts. 

1.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  centuries.  The  literature  and  life  of 
the  primitive  Church  receive  as  full  treatment  as  time 
will  allow.     The  era  of  the  great  Controversies  from 
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the  third  century  to  the  Council  of  Chalcedon  receives 
particular  attention.  Extensive  extracts  from  Euse- 
bius  are  read  and  commented  upon.  Cheetham's 
History  of  the  Early  Church  is  the  text  book  with 
references  to  Plummer's  Church  of  the  Early  Fathers, 
Robertson's  History  of  the  Church  and  that  of  Du- 
chesne on  the  Early  Church  together  with  Stanley's 
Eastern  Church.    For  Juniors,  two  hours  a  week. 

2  The  leading  subject  is  the  growth,  culmination 
and  decline  of  the  Papal  power.  Attention  is  given  to 
Medieval  life  and  thought.  There  is  special  study  of 
Monasticism  and  Scholasticism.  The  History  of  the 
English  Church  in  the  Middle  Ages  is  begun  by  a  de- 
tailed Study  of  Bede.  Kurtz  Vol.  2  and  Patterson's 
History  of  the  Church  of  England  are  the  text 
books,  with  which  are  read  portions  of  Hardwick  and 
Duruy  on  the  Middle  Ages.  For  Middlers,  two  hours 
a  week. 

3.  The  main  subject  is  the  history  of  the  English 
Church  from  the  early  16th  century  to  the  present. 
The  Continental  Reformation  is  considered  in  its 
salient  aspects  and  the  History  of  the  American 
Episcopal  Church  is  reviewed  in  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Full  knowledge  of  the  English  Reformation 
and  of  the  English  Church  in  the  first  half  of  the  19th 
century  is  required.  Patterson  is  the  text  book  with 
collateral  reading  in  Perry's  and  Dixon's  histories. 
For  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week. 

4.  The  course  in  Polity  follows  the  directions 
suggested  by  the  three  great  topics — the  Being  of  the 
Church,  the  Authority  of  the  Church,  and  the  Ministry. 
These  subjects  receive  preliminary  historical  treatment 
with  full  investigation  of  the  Origins  of  Church  Govern- 
ment.   There  is  a  systematic  study  of  Hooker.    Also, 
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there  is  a  detailed  study  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  American  Church. 

THEOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  DAVIES 
JUNIOR  YEAR 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  given  to  the  study  of 
Apologetics.  Epistemology,  Theism,  Antitheistic  Theor- 
ies, and  Christian  Origins  are  some  of  the  subjects, Text- 
Book:  Harris  Pro  Fide.  Use  is  also  made  of  Harris 
Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism,  Fisher  Grounds  of 
Theistic  and  Christian  Belief,  Row  Bampton  Lectures, 
and  others.      Half  year.    Three  hours  a  week. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year.  The  subjects  studied  are  Theology 
Proper  and  Anthropology.  The  plan  followed  in  the 
entire  course  is,  first,  the  statement  of  the  Church  doc- 
trine; second,  an  examination  of  the  New  Testament 
teaching  on  each  doctrine;  and  third,  the  history  of  the 
development  of  the  doctrine.  The  books  used  are 
Pearson  On  the  Creed;  Hooker,  BookV;  MacLear  and 
Williams  on  The  Articles;  Gibson  on  The  Articles; 
Stevens  New  Testament  Theology;  Fisher  History  of 
Christian  Doctrine,  and  others.  Half  year.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR 

Systematic  Theology  is  continued  during  the  year. 
Soteriology,  Pneumatology,  Ecclesiology,  and  Escha- 
tology.  Frequent  written  work,  calling  for  research 
is  required.     Full  year    Four  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR. 

The  entire  year  is  given  to  Christian  Ethics.  A 
preparatory  course  in  Philosophical  Ethics,  with  a  his- 
tory of  ethical  theory,  is  given.     Christian  Ethics  is 
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taught  in  a  practical  manner  in  its  bearing  on  modern 
conditions.  There  is  given  a  history  of  the  Social  Ser- 
vice of  the  Church.  Books  used:-Smyth,  Martensen, 
Strong,  Peabody,  Rauschenbusch,  and  many  others. 
Full  year.    Three  hours  a  week. 


LITURGICS 

PROFESSOR     WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  study  of  Liturgies  is  begun  in  the  Junior 
Year,  with  a  course  upon  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
The  text  book  employed  as  a  basis  is  Bishop  Paret's 
"Pastoral  Use  of  the  Prayer  BooA;,  "supplemented  from 
other  sources,  the  object  being  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  rubrics  of  the  book  and  to  guide  him 
in  practical  interpretation  of  them  as  well  as  to  study 
the  rationale  and  meaning  of  the  services.  One  hour 
a  week. 

Senior  Year— 

During  this  year  the  history  of  the  Prayer  Book 
is  pursued,  together  with  a  special  study  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  public  worship,  and  of  the  Communion  Office 
and  early  Liturgies.  The  text  book  used  is  Proctor 
and  Frere's  "History  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 
One  Hour  a  week. 

HOMILETICS 

dean  smythe 
Junior  Year— 

Sermons  by  F.  W.  Robertson  and  other  preachers 
are  studied.  The  student  composes  and  delivers  a 
number  of  short  addresses,  and  has  some  practice  in 
telling    Bible    stories.      One    hour    a    week. 
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Middle  year— 
A  number  of  selected  sermons  are  studied.    Lec- 
tures are  given.    Sermons  are  composed  and  delivered. 
One  hour  a  week. 

Senior  Year— 

The  work  consists  mainly  in  the  composition  and 
delivery  of  sermons.  Lectures  are  given.  One  hour  a 
week. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

DEAN  SMYTHE 

This  course  runs  through  the  middle  year.  In  the 
first  semester  the  work  deals  with  educational  principles 
in  general  and  with  "child  study".  In  the  second  semes- 
ter it  deals  mainly  with  practical  matters  of  Sunday 
School  organization,  grading,  management,  lessons, 
social  activities,  benevolences,  etc. 

Lectures  are  given  throughout  the  course.  The 
library  contains  a  number  of  the  best  books  on  educa- 
tion in  general  and  on  religious  education;  to  these  re- 
ference is  constantly  made. 

There  is  also  a  collection  of  lesson  books  and  lesson 
papers  of  various  series,  and  these  are  examined  by 
the  students  to  note  their  excellencies  and  faults.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

DEAN  SMYTHE 

After  a  rapid  review  of  missionary  history  from  the 
time  of  the  Apostles  to  the  present  day,  the  foreign  and 
domestic  mission  fields  of  our  own  Church  are  studied 
with  the  aid  of  the  reports  published  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.    For  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week,  one-half  year. 
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ELOCUTION 

MR  LAWRENCE 

Both  classroom  and  private  instruction  are  provid- 
ed in  this  department,  and  are  required  of  every  student 
according  to  his  individual  needs. 

It  is  intended  in  the  various  courses  offered  (1),  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  principles  underlying  the 
expression  of  thought  and  feeling  by  means  of  voice  and 
action,  thus  providing  him  with  the  means  of  intelligent 
and  permanent  self-criticsm;  and  (2),  to  give  him  special- 
ized instruction,  and  much  practice,  under  competent 
criticism,  which  will  enable  him  to  develop  while  in  the 
seminary  a  strong  and  pleasing  voice,  a  clear  and  culti- 
vated enunciation,  an  intelligent  reading  of  the  Church's 
services,  and  effectiveness  in  preaching  and  in  public 
speaking. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

During  the  vacation  following  the  middle  year  the 
students  of  this  class  are  required  to  do  six  weeks  of 
practical  work  in  social  service  under  a  director  in  one 
of  the  larger  cities  of  Ohio.  The  expenses  of  the  students 
are  provided  for.  Since  1914,  the  work  has  been  done 
in  Cleveland  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Missionary, 
who  has  also  given  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  Semi- 
nary on  social  service. 


General  Information 


ADMISSION 

Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  with  full  qualifi- 
cations according  to  Title  I,  Canon  4,  Section  2,  may 
be  received  as  a  student  of  the  seminary;  and  any 
other  person  who  may  give  sufficient  evidence  of  a 
good  moral  and  religious  character,  and  of  such  literary 
qualifications,  to  be  determined  by  examination,  as  will 
enable  him  successfully  to  pursue  theological  studies. 
Applicants  for  admission  are  requested  to  address  the 
Dean. 

MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  standing, 
must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the  Matric- 
ulation Book  of  the  Seminary: 

"We  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise,  with 
reliance  on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faithfully  obey 
the  laws  and  pursue  the  studies  thereof,  endeavor  to 
promote  the  reputation  and  interests  of  the  Seminary, 
and  make  daily  efforts,  by  pious  reading,  self-examin- 
tion,  and  secret  prayer,  to  cultivate  all  religous  and 
moral  disposition  and  habits,  and  grow  in  those  graces 
which  should  characterize  the  Christian  and  minister 
of  the  Cross." 

SEMINARY  YEAR 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as  the 
Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The  Christmas 
term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
in  September.  Detailed  statement  with  dates  is  found 
in  the  Calendar  on  page  4. 
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LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and  the 
Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and  Southern 
Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

An  examination  of  each  class  is  held  previous 
to  the  annual  Commencement  and  certificates  are 
awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination,  are 
found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full  course  of 
study. 

All  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  are  required 
to  take  an  equivalent,  to  be  designated  by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES  AND  HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty  on  Tuesday  preceding  Com- 
mencement week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  in  order  to  receive 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  must  be  college 
graduates,  or  have  an  education  substantially  equiva- 
lent; and  must  have  maintained  throughout  their  course 
in  the  Seminary  an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  from  other  seminaries,  who  are  college 
graduates  or  have  had  an  education  substantially  equiva- 
lent, may  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity; 
provided:  that  they  have  taken  one  year's  work  of  twelve 
hours  a  week,  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall,  following  lines 
of  special  research,  and  have  passed  an  examination 
on  the  work  with  a  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

3.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.D.  must  be  a 
graduate  of  an  incorporated  College  or  of  a  Theological 
school,  and  must  have  been  at  least  ten  years  in  Priest's 
Orders.     He  must  present  an  original  essay  in  Latin, 
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Greek  or  English,  on  some  subject  connected  with  The- 
ology, chosen  by  himself.  He  must  also,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Examiners,  write  two  theses  in  English  on  sub- 
jects from  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Dogmatic  Theol- 
ogy, assigned  him  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  he 
must  be  prepared  to  read  in  the  original  and  comment 
upon  portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  similarly 
assigned  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

4.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  American  intercollegiate  system.  For 
Bachelors  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be  black,  not  over 
three  feet  in  length,  lined  with  mauve  silk,  the  College 
color,  with  a  binding  not  over  six  inches  wide,  of  scarlet 
silk  or  velvet.  For  Doctor  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be 
of  silk,  four  feet  in  length  with  panels  at  the  side.  The 
colors  are  the  same  as  for  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent,  per- 
manent furniture,  or  use  of  library.  Text-books  and 
movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels,  etc,)  are 
to  be  provided  by  students. 

Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students  by 
scholarships,  or  by  the  Joint  Education  Committee  of 
the  Dioceses  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for  all  students 
connected  with  Kenyon  College,  makes  possible  the 
furnishing  of  good  board  at  a  minimum  cost.  All  the 
students  of  the  Theological  Department  are  expected 
to  board  at  the  Commons  Hall,  while  holders  of  scholar- 
ships or  appropriations  from  the  Education  Committee 
are  required  to  do  so,  all  such  beneficiary  aid  being 
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applied  first  to  the  payment  of  bills  for  board,  light, 
heat  and  laundry.     The  estimate  cost  is  as  follows: 

Board,    about    $200.00 

Heat  and  light,  from  $30.00  to  $60.00 

Laundry,  about  $15.00. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  BENEFICIARY  AID 

The  income  from  the  following  endowed  scholar- 
ships is  available  for  the  use  of  theological  students: 

The  Hannah  More  Scholarship  of  200  pounds,  founded  in  1835 
by  bequest  of  Hannah  More.

•  The  Bedell  Prize  Scholarship  of  $5,000,  founded  by  bequest  of 
Mrs.  Julia  Strong  Bedell.  It  is  awarded  to  that  student  enter- 
ing the  Theological  Seminary,  who  shall  have  maintained  the 
highest  standing  when  an  undergraduate  in  Kenyon  Colledge. 

The  Hyde  Scholarship  of  $4,750,  founded  by  bequest  of  the 
Rev.  William  Hyde,  '64  A.B.,  '67  Bex.  The  income  is  "to  be  given 
annually  to  the  support  of  a  theological  student  preparing  for 
the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  as  the  Faculty 
of  Kenyon  College  may  direct."

HISTORY 

The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the  first 
Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase.  The 
needs  of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop  in 
1819,  suggested  to  him  the  importance  of  an  institution 
for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church.  With  the  object  of  securing  funds  for  this 
purpose  he  visited  England  in  1823.  Such  was  his 
success  there  and  such  his  zeal  and  courage  that  on 
his  return  he  determined  to  add  to  his  earlier  plan  a  col- 
lege for  secular  education.  This,  as  he  declared,  was 
not  to  hinder  but  to  further  the  original  design.  The 
first  corporate  name  was  "The  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio."  In  1891  the  corporate  title  became  "Kenyon 
College,"  and  the  Seminary  has  since  been  known  as 
the  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains. The  roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded  in 
the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its  vig- 
orous enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological  educa- 
tion is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with  safety  be 
neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the  service  of 
which  this  institution  was  founded,  requires  insistence 
upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative,  but 
does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the  part  of 
the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualification  as  seri- 
ous as  it  is  inexcusable. 
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Site 


Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  village 
of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Akron 
Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  east  of 
the  center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty  miles  from  Colum- 
bus, five  miles  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty  miles  from  Cleveland.  The  altitude  above 
sea  level  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet.  The  site  was 
chosen  by  Bishop  Chase,  after  careful  investigation, 
for  natural  beauty  of  surroundings  and  healthfulness 
of  climate.  The  plateau  on  which  the  College  and 
village  are  situated  rises  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  above  the  valley  of  the  Kokosing  River,  which 
flows  around  it  on  three  sides. 

Buildings 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three  story  building  of  pure  Eliza- 
bethan architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park  of  several 
acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and  the  renovated 
building  was  reoccupied  in  January,  1915.  The  cost 
has  been  about  $80,000  and  the  renovated  building  is 
stronger,  better  and  more  beautiful  than  the  original 
structure.  While  only  the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have 
been  retained,  the  beautiful  exterior  designed  by 
Henry  Roberts,  the  architect  of  the  London  Crystal 
palace,  is  quite  unchanged.  Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a 
new  building  with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The 
first  floor  now  contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  vistors' 
gallery,  a  common  room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation 
rooms.  The  second  and  third  floors  contain  single 
rooms  and  suites  for  two  students,  with  baths  on  each 
floor.    The  oriel  window  over  the  entrance,  formerly 
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of  wood,  has  been  replaced  in  stone,  while  retaining 
every  line  of  its  graceful  proportions  and  beautiful 
traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedica- 
tion of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the  Chapel 
at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathedral  windows 
and  trussed  and  panelled  ceiling  are  handsome  features. 
The  beautiful  altar  window  and  a  two-manual  organ 
with  pedal  rank  have  been  given  by  Miss  Florence 
Sullivan  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological  semi- 
nary is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor  arch.  It 
is  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  as  a  me- 
morial of  her  husband,  Warren  Colburn. 

Library 

The  library  of  about  12,000  volumes,  housed  in  Col- 
burn Hall  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  books  of  reference 
and  the  standard  authorities  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  theological  study.  It  also  contains  many 
rare  and  curious  volumes,  some  of  which  have  no 
duplicates  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  necleus 
of  the  library  consists  of  gifts  to  Bishops  Chase  and 
Mcllvaine  from  members  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's  private  library  of  about 
2500  volumes  has  been  added,  and  further  additions 
are  made  from  the  funds  given  by  Charles  D.  Betts 
and  Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
'55,  the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly  owned  by 
the  Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been  added  to  the 
library.  These  books  have  been  placed  in  especially 
constructed  cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by- 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lectures 
on  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  or 
the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion.  These  lectures  are 
given  every  other  year  on  Founder's  Day,  which  is 
celebrated  on  the  Festival  of  all  Saints.  The  founda- 
tion provides  also  for  the  publication  of  the  lectures.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 


THE   OLD   TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  STREIBERT 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun,  Har- 
per's Elements  of  Hebrew  and  Hebreiv  Method  and 
Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connection  with 
these,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the  Pentateuch 
and  the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A  thorough 
mastery  of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the  acquirement  of  a 
vocabulary  are  made  the  special  aims  of  the  year's 
work.     Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History.  The 
year  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Historical  Books 
in  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel,  social,  political 
and  religious.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  history  of 
the  old  Canon  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  origin  of 
the  several  ancient  versions,  Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek 
and  Latin.     Two  hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connection 
with  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  numerous 
Psalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the  Pentateuch,  the 
principles  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are  carefully  studied. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical  and 
Prophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised  Version, 
with  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of  Hebrew  poetry, 
and  the  rise  and  development  of  prophecy.  Two 
hours  a  week.

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SENIOR  YEAR- 


Intrepretation  and  Criticism.  Portions  of  several 
Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in  the 
original  in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical  prob- 
lems presented.  Lectures  are  also  delivered  on  Penta- 
teuchal  Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theology.  Two 
hours  a  week. 

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  IN  ENGLISH 

For  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  there  are 
two  courses  in  Exegesis  based  on  the  Revised  Version. 
One  course  takes  up  the  poetical  books  of  Job,  Psalms, 
Proverbs  and  Ecclesiastes,  the  other  the  most  important 
portions  of  the  Prophetical  Books,  especially  Isaiah, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Jeremiah.  These  courses 
are  given  in  alternate  years  for  members  of  the  Middle 
and  Senior  classes. 

THE  NEW  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a  short 
course  in  Palestine  and  its  people  in  the  time  of  Christ. 
One  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  is  then  taken  up  and  read 
minutely  in  class,  special  attention  being  given  to  the 
Greek  language  and  to  the  development  of  an  exegeti- 
cal  method  and  habit.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
a  course  is  given  in  the  Teaching  of  Jesus. 

Parallel  with  this  is  a  study  of  the  Books  of  the 
New  Testament  in  their  historical  setting,  the  events 
which  they  narrate,  and  the  circumstances  out  of 
which  they  appeared.  Recitations  and  lectures  four 
hours  a  week. 
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MIDDLE  YEAR- 


The  work  of  this  year  commences  with  a  review 
of  the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  recorded 
in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to  the  life  and 
work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken  up,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Acts  and  of  the  Epistles  which  fall  within  the 
"Missionary  Journeys/'  the  chief  aim  being  to  bring 
forth  the  salient  points  of  his  doctrine  and  the  condi- 
tions to  which  they  applied. 

In  this  year  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment is  studied,  covering  the  contents  of  the  Books 
and  the  more  important  problems  of  authorship  and 
historicity.     Three  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in  this 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  Captivity  are  carefully  studied. 
The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is  also  read,  and  compared 
with  the  Pauline  writings. 

The  especial  work  of  this  year  is  exegesis.  The 
endeavor  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of 
commentaries,  and  to  lead  him  to  acquire  facility  in 
arriving  at  the  meaning  of  passages  in  their  context. 
Four  hours  a  week. 

In  the  course  of  the  three  years  as  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  read  in  Greek  as  possible,  and  the 
whole  of  it  in  English. 

CHURCH  HISTORY 

PROFESSOR  BEVAN 

The  course  in  Church  History  provides  for  a  survey 
of  the  whole  field.  This  is  accomplished  partly  by 
class  work  and  partly  by  tests  given  on  outside 
reading. 
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1.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Centuries.  Works  recommended  are  Duchesne: 
Ancient  History  of  the  Church;  Bartlett  and  Carlyle, 
Christianity  and  History;  Kriiger,  Handbook  of  Church 
History.     For  Juniors,  two  hours  a  week. 

2.  The  leading  subject  is  the  International  Papacy 
in  the  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  Centuries,  its  evolution 
and  decline.  Works  recommended  are  D.  J.  Medley, 
Church  and  Empire;  A.  L.  Smith,  Church  and  State 
in  the  Middle  Ages;  Hergennoether,  Handbook  of 
Church  History  (ed.  Kirsch).  For  Middlers,  two 
hours  a  week. 

3.  The  Conciliar  Period  of  the  Fifteenth  Century 
with  the  various  national  developments  of  the  Relig- 
ious Revolution  of  the  Sixteenth  Century.  Works 
recommended  are  Whitney's  Reformation;  Funk's 
Handbook  of  Church  History;  A.  W.  Pollard,  Henry 
VIII.;  Gairdner,  History  of  the  English  Church  in 
Stephens  and  Hunt  Series.  For  Seniors,  two  hours 
a  week. 

In  1920-21  a  voluntary  course  will  be  offered  in 
Ecclesiastical  Biography.  The  subject  selected  will 
be  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.  One  hour  a  week  through- 
out the  year. 

POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 
PROFESSOR  WHITMAN 

The  main  topics  covered  in  the  course  in  Polity 
are  the  early  organization  of  the  Church,  later  develop- 
ments in  ecclesiastical  organization,  and  a  comparison 
of  various  types  of  polity.  The  work  in  Canon  Law 
consists  of  a  study  of  the  history  of  canon  law,  and  a 
detailed  study  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
American  Church.    For  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week. 
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THEOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  DAVIES 
JUNIOR  YEAR — 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  given  to  the  study  of 
Apologetics.  Epistemology,  Theism,  Antitheistic 
Theories,  and  Christian  Origins  are  some  of  the  sub- 
jects, Textbook:  Harris  Pro  Fide.  Use  is  also  made  of 
Harris  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism,  Fisher  Grounds 
of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief,  Row  Bampton  Lectures, 
and  others.    Half  year.    Three  hours  a  week. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  The  subjects  studied  are  Theology 
Proper  and  Anthropology.  The  plan  followed  in  the 
entire  course  is,  first,  the  statement  of  the  Church 
doctrine;  second,  an  examination  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment teaching  on  each  doctrine;  and  third,  the  history 
of  the  development  of  the  doctrine.  The  books  used 
are  Pearson  On  the  Creed;  Hooker,  Book  V;  MacLear 
and  Williams  on  The  Articles;  Gibson  on  The  Articles; 
Stevens  New  Testament  Theology;  Fisher  History  of 
Christian  Doctrine,  and  others.  Half  year.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

Systematic  Theology  is  continued  during  the  year. 
Soteriology,  Pneumatology,  Ecclesiology,  and  Escha- 
tology.  Frequent  written  work,  calling  for  research 
is  required.     Full  year.     Four  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

The  entire  year  is  given  to  Christian  Ethics.  A 
preparatory  course  in  Philosophical  Ethics,  with  a  his- 
tory of  ethical  theory,  is  given.  Christian  Ethics  is 
taught  in  a  practical  manner  in  its  bearing  on  modern 
conditions.  There  is  given  a  history  of  the  Social  Ser- 
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vice  of  the  Church.  Books  used:  Smyth,  Martensen, 
Strong,  Peabody,  Rauschenbusch,  and  many  others. 
Full  year.     Three  hours  a  week. 

LITURGICS 

PROFESSOR  WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  study  of  Liturgies  is  begun  in  the  Junior 
Year,  with  a  course  upon  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
The  text  book  employed  as  a  basis  is  Bishop  Paret's 
"Pastoral  Use  of  the  Prayer  Book/'  supplemented  from 
other  sources,  the  object  being  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dent with  the  rubrics  of  the  book  and  to  guide  him 
in  practical  interpretation  of  them  as  well  as  to  study 
the  rationale  and  meaning  of  the  services.  One  hour 
a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR — 

During  this  year  the  history  of  the  Prayer  Book 
is  pursued,  together  with  a  special  study  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  public  worship,  and  of  the  Communion  Office 
and  early  Liturgies.  The  text  book  used  is  Proctor 
and  Frere's  "History  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.1' 
One  hour  a  week. 

HOMILETICS 

DEAN  SMYTHE 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

Sermons  by  F.  W.  Robertson  and  other  preachers 
are  studied.  The  student  composes  and  delivers  a 
number  of  short  addresses,  and  has  some  practice  in 
telling  Bible  stories.     One  hour  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

A  number  of  selected  sermons  are  studied.  Lec- 
tures are  given.  Sermons  are  composed  and  delivered. 
One  hour  a  week. 
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senior  year— 

The  work  consists  mainly  in  the  composition  and 
delivery  of  sermons.  Lectures  are  given.  One  hour  a 
week. 

RELIGIOUS   EDUCATION 
DEAN  SMYTHE 

This  course  runs  through  the  middle  year.  In  the 
first  semester  the  work  deals  with  educational  principles 
in  general  and  with  "child  study."  In  the  second 
semester  it  deals  mainly  with  practical  matters  of 
Sunday  School  organization,  grading,  management, 
lessons,  social  activities,  benevolences,  etc. 

Lectures  are  given  throughout  the  course.  The 
library  contains  a  number  of  the  best  books  on  educa- 
tion in  general  and  on  religious  education;  to  these  re- 
ference is  constantly  made. 

There  is  also  a  collection  of  lesson  books  and  lesson 
papers  of  various  series,  and  these  are  examined  by 
the  students  to  note  their  excellencies  and  faults.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

DEAN  SMYTHE 

After  a  rapid  review  of  missionary  history  from  the 
time  of  the  Apostles  to  the  present  day,  the  foreign  and 
domestic  mission  fields  of  our  own  Church  are  studied 
with  the  aid  of  the  reports  published  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.  For  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week,  one-half 
vear. 
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SOCIAL  SERVICE 

During  the  vacation  following  the  middle  year  the 
students  of  this  class  are  required  to  do  six  weeks  of 
practical  work  in  social  service  under  a  director  in  one 
of  the  larger  cities  of  Ohio.  The  expenses  of  the  student 
are  provided  for.  Since  1914,  the  work  has  been  done 
in  Cleveland  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Mission- 
ary, who  has  also  given  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  Semi- 
nary on  social  service. 
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ADMISSION 

Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  with  full  quali- 
fications according  to  Title  I,  Canon  4,  Section  2,  may 
be  received  as  a  student  of  the  seminary;  and  any  other 
person  who  may  give  sufficient  evidence  of  a  good  moral 
and  religious  character,  and  of  such  literary  qualifica- 
tions, to  be  determined  by  examination,  as  will  enable 
him  successfully  to  pursue  theological  studies.  Ap- 
plicants for  admission  are  requested  to  address  the 
Dean. 

MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  standing, 
must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the  Matric- 
ulation Book  of  the  Seminary: 

"We  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise,  with  reliance 
on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faithfully  obey  the  laws  and 
pursue  the  studies  thereof,  endeavor  to  promote  the  repu- 
tation and  interests  of  the  Seminary,  and  make  daily  efforts, 
by  pious  reading,  self-examination,  and  secret  prayer,  to 
cultivate  all  religious  and  moral  disposition  and  habits,  and 
grow  in  those  graces  which  should  characterize  the  Christian 
and  minister  of  the  Cross." 

SEMINARY  YEAR 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as  the 
Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The  Christmas 
term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the  fourth  Tues- 
day in  September.  Detailed  statement  with  dates  is 
found  in  the  Calendar  on  page  4. 
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LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and  the 
Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and  Southern 
Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

An  examination  of  each  class  is  held  previous  to 
the  Annual  Commencement  and  certificates  are 
awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination,  are 
found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full  course  of 
study. 

All  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  are  required 
to  take  an  equivalent,  to  be  designated  by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES  AND  HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  conducted 
by  the  Faculty  on  Tuesday  preceding  Commence- 
ment week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  in  order  to  receive  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  must  be  college  graduates, 
or  have  an  education  substantially  equivalent;  and  must 
have  maintained  throughout  their  course  in  the  Seminary 
an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  from  other  seminaries,  who  are  college 
graduates  or  have  had  an  education  substantially  equiva- 
lent, may  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity;  pro- 
vided: that  they  have  taken  one  year's  work  of  twelve  hours 
a  week,  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall,  following  lines  of  special 
research,  and  have  passed  an  examination  on  the  work  with 
a  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

3.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.D.  must  be  a 
graduate  of  an  incorporated  College  or  of  a  Theologi- 
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cal  school,  and  must  have  been  at  least  ten  years  in 
Priest's  Orders.  He  must  present  an  original  essay  in 
Latin,  Greek  or  English,  on  some  subject  connected 
with  Theology,  chosen  by  himself.  He  must  also,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Examiners,  write  two  theses  in 
English  on  subjects  from  Ecclesiastical  History  and 
Dogmatic  Theology,  assigned  him  at  the  time  of  exami- 
nation, and  he  must  be  prepared  to  read  in  the  original 
and  comment  upon  portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment, similarly  assigned  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

4.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  American  intercollegiate  system. 
For  Bachelors  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be  black,  not 
over  three  feet  in  length,  lined  with  mauve  silk,  the 
College  color,  with  a  binding  not  over  six  inches  wide,  of 
scarlet  silk  or  velvet.  For  Doctor  of  Divinity  the 
hood  will  be  of  silk,  four  feet  in  length  with  panels  at 
the  side.  The  colors  are  the  same  as  for  Bachelor  of 
Divinity. 

EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent,  per- 
manent furniture,  or  use  of  library.  Text-books  and 
movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels,  etc)  are 
to  be  provided  by  students. 

Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students  by 
scholarships,  or  by  the  Joint  Education  Committee  of 
the  Dioceses  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for  all 
students  connected  with  Kenyon  College,  makes  pos- 
sible the  furnishing  of  good  board  at  a  minimum  cost. 
All  the  students  of  the  Theological  Department  are 
expected  to  board  at  the  Commons  Hall,  while  holders 
of  scholarships  or  appropriations  from  the  the  Educa- 
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tion  Committee  are  required  to  do  so,  all  such  benefici- 
ary aid  being  applied  first  to  the  payment  of  bills  for 
board,  light,  heat  and  laundry.  The  estimate  cost  is 
as  follows: 

Board,  about  $250.00 

Heat  and  light,  from  $40.00  to  $80.00. 

Laundry,  about  $15.00. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  BENEFICIARY  AID 

The  income  from  the  following  endowed  scholar- 
ships is  available  for  the  use  of  theological  stu- 
dents: 

The  Hannah  More  Scholarship  of  200  pounds,  founded  in 
1835  by  bequest  of  Hannah  More. 

The  Clark  Scholarship  $1,071,  founded  in  1835  by  Mrs. 
Lucy  Clark. 

The  McIlvaine  Scholarship  of  $4,200,  founded  by  bequest 
of  Bishop  McIlvaine,  in  memory  of  a  beloved  son.  The  incumbent 
must  have  completed  a  classical  course  in  college  and  also  the 
studies  of  the  first  year  in  the  theological  course. 

The  Platt  Benedict  Fund  of  certain  property  left  in  trust 
to  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  St.  Pauls'  Church,  Norwalk,  Ohio,  by 
Platt  Benedict  of  that  town. 

The  Sullivan  Scholarship  of  $1,000,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Phebe 
S.  Sullivan  of  New  York. 

The  Bedell  Prize  Scholarship  of  $5,000,  founded  by  be- 
quest of  Mrs.  Julia  Strong  Bedell.  It  is  awarded  to  that  student 
entering  the  Theological  Seminary,  who  shall  have  maintained 
the  highest  standing  when  an  undergraduate  in  Kenyon  College. 

The  Hyde  Scholarship  of  $4,750,  founded  by  bequest  of  the 
Rev.  William  Hyde,  '64  A.B.,  '67  Bex.  The  income  is  "to  be 
given  annually  to  the  support  of  a  theological  student  preparing 
for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  as  the  Faculty 
of  Kenyon  College  may  direct." 
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Appropriations  are  also  made  to  students  from 
missionary  dioceses  from  the  Ethan  Stone  Fund,  es- 
tablished by  Ethan  Stone,  of  Cincinnati,  which  is 
administered  by  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio. 

SERVICES 

There  is  daily  service,  morning  and  evening,  and 
Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  Holy  Days,  and  every 
Thursday  in  the  Seminary  Chapel.  The  students  are 
appointed  in  turn  to  read  the  lessons  for  the  day.

HISTORY 

The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the  first 
Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase.  The 
needs  of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop  in 
1819,  suggested  to  him  the  importance  of  an  institution 
for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church.  With  the  object  of  securing  funds  for  this 
purpose  he  visited  England  in  1823.  Such  was  his 
success  there  and  such  his  zeal  and  courage  that  on 
his  return  he  determined  to  add  to  his  earlier  plan  a  col- 
lege for  secular  education.  This,  as  he  declared,  was 
not  to  hinder  but  to  further  the  original  design.  The 
first  corporate  name  was  "The  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio."  In  1891  the  corporate  title  became  "Kenyon 
College,"  and  the  Seminary  has  since  been  known  as 
the  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains. The  roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded  in 
the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its  vig- 
orous enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological  educa- 
tion is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with  safety  be 
neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the  service  of 
which  this  institution  was  founded,  requires  insistence 
upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative,  but 
does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the  part  of 
the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualification  as  seri- 
ous as  it  is  inexcusable. 
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Site 

Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  village 
of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Akron 
Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  east  of 
the  center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty  miles  from  Colum- 
bus, five  miles  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty  miles  from  Cleveland.  The  altitude  above 
sea  level  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet.  The  site  was 
chosen  by  Bishop  Chase,  after  careful  investigation, 
for  natural  beauty  of  surroundings  and  healthfulness 
of  climate.  The  plateau  on  which  the  College  and 
village  are  situated  rises  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  above  the  valley  of  the  Kokosing  River,  which 
flows  around  it  on  three  sides. 

Buildings 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three  story  building  of  pure  Eliza- 
bethan architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park  of  several 
acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and  the  renovated 
building  was  reoccupied  in  January,  1915.  The  cost 
has  been  about  $80,000  and  the  renovated  building  is 
stronger,  better  and  more  beautiful  than  the  original 
structure.  While  only  the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have 
been  retained,  the  beautiful  exterior  designed  by 
Henry  Roberts,  the  architect  of  the  London  Crystal 
palace,  is  quite  unchanged.  Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a 
new  building  with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The 
first  floor  now  contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  visitors' 
gallery,  a  common  room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation 
rooms.  The  second  and  third  floors  contain  single 
rooms  and  suites  for  two  students,  with  baths  on  each 
floor.     The  oriel  window  over  the  entrance,  formerly 
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of  wood,  has  been  replaced  in  stone,  while  retaining 
every  line  of  its  graceful  proportions  and  beautiful 
traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedica- 
tion of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the  Chape  J 
at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathedral  windows 
and  trussed  and  panelled  ceiling  are  handsome  features. 
The  beautiful  altar  window  and  a  two-manual  organ 
with  pedal  rank  have  been  given  by  Miss  Florence 
Sullivan  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological  semi- 
nary is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor  arch.  It 
is  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  as  a  me- 
morial of  her  husband,  Warren  Colburn. 

Library 

The  library  of  about  12,000  volumes,  housed  in  Col- 
burn Hall  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  books  of  reference 
and  the  standard  authorities  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  theological  study.  It  also  contains  many 
rare  and  curious  volumes,  some  of  which  have  no 
duplicates  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  nucleus 
of  the  library  consists  of  gifts  to  Bishops  Chase  and 
Mcllvaine  from  members  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's  private  library  of  about 
2500  volumes  has  been  added,  and  further  additions 
are  made  from  the  funds  given  by  Charles  D.  Betts 
and  Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
'55,  the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly  owned  by 
the  Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been  added  to  the 
library.  These  books  have  been  placed  in  especially 
constructed  cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by- 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lectures 
on  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  or 
the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion.  These  lectures  are 
given  every  other  year  on  Founder's  Day,  which  is 
celebrated  on  the  Festival  of  all  Saints.  The  founda- 
tion provides  also  for  the  publication  of  the  lectures.

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  STREIBERT 
rUNIOR  YEAR— 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun,  Har- 
m's Elements  of  Hebrew  and  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connection  with 
;hese,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the  Pentateuch 
md  the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A  thorough 
nastery  of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the  acquirement  of  a 
vocabulary  are  made  the  special  aims  of  the  year's 
vork.     Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History.  The 
fear  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Historical  Books 
n  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel,  social,  politcal 
md  religious.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  history  of 
;he  old  Canon  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  origin  of 
;he  several  ancient  versions,  Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek 
md  Latin.     Two  hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connection 
vith  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  numerous 
Dsalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the  Pentateuch,  the 
)rinciples  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are  carefully  studied. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical  and 
3rophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised  Version, 
vith  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of  Hebrew  poetry, 
md  the  rise  and  development  of  prophecy.  Two 
lours  a  week. 
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senior  year— 

Interpretation  and  Criticism.  Portions  of  several 
Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in  the 
original  in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical  prob- 
lems presented.  Lectures  are  also  delivered  on  Penta- 
teuchal  Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theology.  Two 
hours  a  week. 

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  IN  ENGLISH 

For  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  there  are 
two  courses  in  Exegesis  based  on  the  Revised  Version. 
One  course  takes  up  the  poetical  books  of  Job,  Psalms, 
Proverbs  and  Ecclesiastes,  the  other  the  most  important 
portions  of  the  Prophetical  Books,  especially  Isaiah, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Jeremiah.  These  courses 
are  given  in  alternate  years  for  members  of  the  Middle 
and  Senior  classes. 

THE   NEW   TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR   WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a  short 
course  in  Palestine  and  its  people  in  the  time  of  Christ. 
One  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  is  then  taken  up  and  read 
minutely  in  class,  special  attention  bejng  given  to  the 
Greek  language  and  to  the  development  of  an  exegeti- 
cal  method  and  habit.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
a  course  is  given  in  the  Teaching  of  Jesus. 

Parallel  with  this  is  a  study  of  the  Books  of  the 
New  Testament  in  their  historical  setting,  the  events 
which  they  narrate,  and  the  circumstances  out  of 
which  they  appeared.  Recitations  and  lectures  four 
hours  a  week. 
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middle  year — 

The  work  of  this  year  commences  with  a  review 
of  the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  recorded 
in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to  the  life  and 
work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken  up,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Acts  and  of  the  Epistles  which  fall  within  the 
"Missionary  Journeys/ '  the  chief  aim  being  to  bring 
forth  the  salient  points  of  his  doctrine  and  the  condi- 
tions to  which  they  applied. 

In  this  year  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment is  studied,  covering  the  contents  of  the  Books 
and  the  more  important  problems  of  authorship  and 
historicity.     Three  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in  this 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  Captivity  are  carefully  studied. 
The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is  also  read,  and  compared 
with  the  Pauline  writings. 

The  especial  work  of  this  year  is  exegesis.  The 
endeavor  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of 
commentaries,  and  to  lead  him  to  acquire  facility  in 
arriving  at  the  meaning  of  passages  in  their  context. 
Four  hours  a  week. 

In  the  course  of  the  three  years  as  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  read  in  Greek  as  possible,  and  the 
whole  of  it  in  English. 


CHURCH  HISTORY,  POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 

PROFESSOR  WHITMAN 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

Church  History  to  the  Eleventh  Century.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  Third  and  Fourth  Cen- 
turies. Text-books:  Walker  A  History  of  the  Christian 
Church,  Duchesne  The  Early  History  of  the  Church, 
Jackson  An  Introduction  to  the  History  of  Christianity. 
Use  is  also  made  of  Harnack  History  of  Dogma,  Tixer- 
ont  History  of  Dogma,  Bigg  Origins  of  Christianity, 
and  others.     Two  hours  a  week. 

Middle  Year — 

Continental  Church  History  from  the  Eleventh 
Century  to  the  present.  The  leading  subject  during 
the  first  term  is  the  growth,  culmination  and  decline 
of  the  Papal  power.  Attention  is  given  to  Mediaeval 
life  and  thought.  During  the  second  term  the  Con- 
tinental Reformation  is  studied.  Text-books:  Walker, 
Jackson,  Lindsay  A  History  of  the  Reformation.  Use 
is  also  made  of  Taylor  The  Mediaeval  Mind,  Creighton 
A  History  of  the  Papacy,  and  others.  Two  hours  a 
week. 

SENIOR   YEAR— 

English  and  American  Church  History.  Text- 
books: Patterson  A  History  of  the  Church  of  England, 
McConnell  History  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church. 
For  the  Reformation  period  use  is  also  made  of  the 
volumes  of  Gairdner  and  Frere  in  the  Stephens  and 
Hunt  Series.     Two  hours  a  week. 

Polity  and  Canon  Law.  The  main  topics  covered 
in  the  course  in  Polity  are  the  early  organization  of 
the    Church,    later    developments    in    ecclesiastical 
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organization,  and  a  comparison  of  various  types  of 
polity.  The  work  in  Canon  Law  consists  of  a  study 
of  the  history  of  canon  law,  and  a  detailed  study  of 
the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  American  Church. 
One  hour  a  week. 

THEOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  DA  VIES 
JUNIOR  YEAR — 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  given  to  the  study  of 
Apologetics.  Epistemology,  Theism,  Antitheistic 
Theories,  and  Christian  Origins  are  some  of  the  sub- 
jects, Textbook:  Harris  Pro  Fide.  Use  is  also  made  of 
Harris  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism,  Fisher  Grounds 
of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief,  Row  Bampton  Lectures, 
and  others.     Half  year.     Three  hours  a  week. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  The  subjects  studied  are  Theology 
Proper  and  Anthropology.  The  plan  followed  in  the 
entire  course  is,  first,  the  statement  of  the  Church 
doctrine;  second,  an  examination  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment teaching  on  each  doctrine;  and  third,  the  history 
of  the  development  of  the  doctrine.  The  books  used 
are  Pearson  On  the  Creed;  Hooker,  Book  V;  MacLear 
and  Williams  on  The  Articles;  Gibson  on  The  Articles; 
Stevens  New  Testament  Theology;  Fisher  History  of 
Christian  Doctrines,  and  others.  Half  year.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR — 

Systematic  Theology  is  continued  during  the  year. 
Soteriology,  Pneumatology,  Ecclesiology,  and  Escha- 
tology.  Frequent  written  work,  calling  for  research 
is  required.     Full  year.     Four  hours  a  week. 
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senior  year— 

The  entire  year  is  given  to  Christian  Ethics.  A 
preparatory  course  in  Philosophical  Ethics,  with  a  his- 
tory of  ethical  theory,  is  given.  Christian  Ethics  is 
taught  in  a  practical  manner  in  its  bearing  on  modern 
conditions.  There  is  given  a  history  of  the  Social  Ser- 
vice of  the  Church.  Books  used:  Smyth,  Martensen, 
Strong,  Peabody,  Rauschenbusch,  and  many  others. 
Full  year.     Three  hours  a  week. 

LITURGICS 

PROFESSOR    WATSON 

JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  Study  of  Liturgies  is  begun  in  the  Junior 
Year,  with  a  course  upon  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
The  text  book  employed  as  a  basis  is  Bishop  Paret's 
''Pastoral  Use  of  the  Prayer  Book,"  supplemented  from 
other  sources,  the  object  being  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dent with  the  rubrics  of  the  book  and  to  guide  him 
in  practical  interpretation  of  them  as  well  as  to  study 
the  rationale  and  meaning  of  the  services.  One  hour 
a  week. 


SENIOR   YEAR— 

During  this  year  the  history  of  the  Prayer  Book 
is  pursued,  together  with  a  special  study  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  public  worship,  and  of  the  Communion  Office 
and  early  Liturgies.  The  text  book  used  is  Proctor 
and  Frere's  "History  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 
One  hour  a  week. 
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HOMILETICS 

PROFESSOR  DAVIES 

The  text  books  are  Garvie's  'The  Christian  Preach- 
er" and  Broadus'  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons." 

The  sermons  of  great  preachers  are  analyzed  and 
carefully  studied.  The  students  are  later  required 
to  make  outlines  of  the  different  types  of  sermons 
which  are  read  in  class  and  criticized  by  the  students 
and  instructor.  Written  sermons  based  on  these 
outlines  are  then  prepared  and  delivered  before  the 
class.  In  the  senior  year  training  is  given  in  preaching 
without  manuscript  or  notes. 

Once  a  week  during  the  entire  seminary  course 
there  is  an  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking. 
Popular  subjects  are  selected  and  the  students  discuss 
them  either  in  debates  or  unwritten  addresses.  At 
these  exercises  Professor  Lockert  of  the  College  Faculty 
has  given  the  students  the  benefit  of  his  criticism. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  successful  preach- 
ers have  addressed  the  students  of  the  Seminary  on 
their  method  of  sermon  construction.  The  list  of  such 
speakers  includes  Bishops  Leonard,  Vincent,  Reese 
and  DuMoulin.  Dean  White,  Archdeacon  Patterson, 
the  Rev.  Drs.  Chauncey  and  Nelson,  the  Rev.  R.  E. 
Schulz  and  the  Rev.  William  Pringle. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  instruction  in  voice 
culture  and  effective  public  reading  of  the  Church 
service. 
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RELIGIOUS   EDUCATION 

This  course  runs  through  the  middle  year.  In  the 
first  semester  the  work  deals  with  educational  principles 
in  general  and  with  "child  study."  In  the  second 
semester  it  deals  mainly  with  practical  matters  of 
Sunday  School  organization,  grading,  managements 
lessons,  social  activities,  benevolences,  etc. 

Lectures  are  given  throughout  the  course.  The 
library  contains  a  number  of  the  best  books  on  educa- 
tion in  general  and  on  religious  education;  to  these  re- 
ference is  constantly  made. 

There  is  also  a  collection  of  lesson  books  and  lesson 
papers  of  various  series,  and  these  are  examined  by 
the  student  to  note  their  excellencies  and  faults. 
Three  hours  a  week. 


HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

After  a  rapid  review  of  missionary  history  from  the 
time  of  the  Apostles  to  the  present  day,  the  foreign  and 
domestic  mission  fields  of  our  own  Church  are  studied 
with  the  aid  of  the  reports  published  by  the  Board  of 
Missions.  For  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week,  one-half 
year. 
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ADMISSION 

Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  with  full  quali- 
fications according  to  Title  1,  Canon  4,  Section  2,  may 
be  received  as  a  student  of  the  seminary;  and  any  other 
person  who  may  give  sufficient  evidence  of  a  good  moral 
and  religious  character,  and  of  such  literary  qualifica- 
tions, to  be  determined  by  examination,  as  will  enable 
him  successfully  to  pursue  theological  studies.  Ap- 
plicants for  admission  are  requested  to  address  the 
Dean. 

MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  standing, 
must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the  Matric- 
ulation Book  of  the  Seminary: 

"We  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise,  with  reliance 
on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faithfully  obey  the  laws  and 
pursue  the  studies  thereof,  endeavor  to  promote  the  repu- 
tation and  interests  of  the  Seminary,  and  make  daily  efforts, 
by  pious  reading,  self-examination,  and  secret  prayer,  to 
cultivate  all  religious  and  moral  disposition  and  habits,  and 
grow  in  those  graces  which  should  characterize  the  Christian 
and  minister  of  the  Cross." 

SEMINARY  YEAR 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as  the 
Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The  Christmas 
term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the  fourth  Tues- 
day in  September.  Detailed  statement  with  dates  is 
found  in  the  Calendar  on  page  4. 
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LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and  the 
Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and  Southern 
Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

An  examination  of  each  class  is  held  previous  to 
the  Annual  Commencement  and  certificates  are 
awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination,  are 
found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full  course  of 
study. 

All  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  are  required 
to  take  an  equivalent,  to  be  designated  by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES   AND    HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  conducted 
by  the  Faculty  on  Tuesday  preceding  Commence- 
ment week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  in  order  to  receive  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  must  be  college  graduates, 
or  have  an  education  substantially  equivalent;  and  must 
have  maintained  throughout  their  course  in  the  Seminary 
an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  from  other  seminaries,  who  are  college 
graduates  or  have  had  an  education  substantially  equiva- 
lent, may  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity;  pro- 
vided: that  they  have  taken  one  year's  work  of  twelve  hours 
a  week,  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall,  following  lines  of  special 
research,  and  have  passed  an  examination  on  the  work  with 
a  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

3.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.D.  must  be  a 
graduate  of  an  incorporated  College  or  of  a  Theologi- 
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cal  school,  and  must  have  been  at  least  ten  years  in 
Priest's  Orders.  He  must  present  an  original  essay  in 
Latin,  Greek  or  English,  on  some  subject  connected 
with  Theology,  chosen  by  himself.  He  must  also,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Examiners,  write  two  theses  in 
English  on  subjects  from  Ecclesiastical  History  and 
Dogmatic  Theology,  assigned  him  at  the  time  of  exami- 
nation, and  he  must  be  prepared  to  read  in  the  original 
and  comment  upon  portions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment, similarly  assigned  at  the  time  of  the  examination. 

4.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  American  intercollegiate  system. 
For  Bachelors  of  Divinity  the  hood  will  be  black,  not 
over  three  feet  in  length,  lined  with  mauve  silk,  the 
College  color,  with  a  binding  not  over  six  inches  wide, 
of  scarlet  silk  or  velvet.  For  Doctor  of  Divinity  the 
hood  will  be  of  silk,  four  feet  in  length  with  panels  at 
the  side.  The  colors  are  the  same  as  for  Bachelor  of 
Divinity. 

EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent,  per- 
manent furniture,  or  use  of  library.  Text-books  and 
movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels,  etc)  are 
to  be  provided  by  students. 

Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students  by 
scholarships,  or  by  the  Joint  Education  Committee  of 
the  Dioceses  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for  all 
students  connected  with  Kenyon  College,  makes  pos- 
sible the  furnishing  of  good  board  at  a  minimum  cost. 
All  students  of  the  Theological  Department  are 
expected  to  board  at  the  Commons  Hall,  while  holders 
of  scholarships   or  appropriations  from   the   Educa- 
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tion  Committee  are  required  to  do  so,  all  such  benefici- 
ary aid  being  applied  first  to  the  payment  of  bills  for 
board,  light,  heat  and  laundry.  The  estimate  cost  is 
as  follows: 

Board,  about  $250.00. 

Heat  and  light,  from  $40.00  to  $80.00. 

Laundry,  about  $15.00. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  BENEFICIARY  AID 

The  income  from  the  following  endowed  scholar- 
ships is  available  for  the  use  of  theological  students: 

The  Hannah  More  Scholarship  of  200  pounds,  founded  in 
1835  by  bequest  of  Hannah  More. 

The  Clark  Scholarship  $1,071,  founded  in  1835  by  Mrs. 
Lucy  Clark. 

The  McIlvaine  Scholarship  of  $4,200,  founded  by  bequest 
of  Bishop  McIlvaine,  in  memory  of  a  beloved  son.  The  incum- 
bent must  have  completed  a  classical  course  in  college  and  also  the 
studies  of  the  first  year  in  the  theological  course. 

The  Platt  Benedict  Fund  of  certain  property  left  in  trust 
to  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  St.  Pauls'  Church,  Norwalk,  Ohio,  by 
Platt  Benedict  of  that  town. 

The  Sullivan  Scholarship  of  $1,000,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Phebe 

S.  Sullivan  of  New  York. 

The  Bedell  Prize  Scholarship  of  $5,000,  founded  by  be- 
quest of  Mrs.  Julia  Strong  Bedell.  It  is  awarded  to  that  student 
entering  the  Theological  Seminary,  who  shall  have  maintained 
the  highest  standing  when  an  undergraduate  in  Kenyon  College. 

The  Hyde  Scholarship  of  $4,750,  founded  by  bequest  of  the 
Rev.  William  Hyde,  '64  A.B.,  '67  Bex.  The  income  is  "to  be 
given  annually  to  the  support  of  a  theological  student  preparing 
for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  as  the  Faculty 
of  Kenyon  College  may  direct." 
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Appropriations  are  also  made  to  students  from 
missionary  dioceses  from  the  Ethan  Stone  Fund,  es- 
tablished by  Ethan  Stone,  of  Cincinnati,  which  is 
administered  by  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio. 

SERVICES 

There  is  daily  service,  morning  and  evening,  and 
Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  Holy  Days,  and  every 
Thursday  in  the  Seminary  Chapel.  The  students  are 
appointed  in  turn  to  read  the  lessons  for  the  day.

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HISTORY 

The  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon  College  owes  its 
existence  to  the  designs  and  achievements  of  the  first 
Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase.  The 
needs  of  the  Diocese,  of  which  he  became  bishop  in 
1819,  suggested  to  him  the  importance  of  an  insti- 
tution for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Min- 
istry of  the  Church.  With  the  object  of  securing 
funds  for  this  purpose  he  visited  England  in  1823. 
Such  was  his  success  there  and  such  his  zeal  and 
courage  that  on  his  return  he  determined  to  add  to 
his  earlier  plan  a  college  for  secular  education.  This, 
as  he  declared,  was  not  to  hinder  but  to  further  the 
original  design.  The  first  corporate  name  was  "The 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."  In  1891  the  cor- 
porate title  became  "Kenyon  College,"  and  the 
Seminary  has  since  been  known  as  the  Divinity 
School  of  Kenyon  College. 

It  is  the  oldest  of  the  theological  seminaries  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains. The  roll  of  Alumni  includes  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  names,  the  first  being  recorded  in 
the  year  1828. 

The  design  includes  a  high  standard,  and  its  vig- 
orous enforcement.  Thoroughness  in  theological 
education  is  a  present  demand  which  cannot  with 
safety  be  neglected.  Loyalty  to  the  Church,  for  the 
service  of  which  this  institution  was  founded,  re- 
quires insistence  upon  this  point. 

The  instruction  is  Churchly  and  conservative, 
but  does  not  shrink  from  discussion  of  those  critical 
questions  of  the  day,  ignorance  of  which,  on  the 
part  of  the  minister  of  the  Church,  is  a  disqualifi- 
cation as  serious  as  it  is  inexcusable. 
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Site 

Gambier,  the  seat  of  Kenyon  College,  is  a  village 
of  about  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Akron 
Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  east 
of  the  center  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  fifty  miles  from 
Columbus,  five  miles  from  Mount  Vernon,  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty  miles  from  Cleveland.  The  al- 
titude above  sea  level  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet. 
The  site  was  chosen  by  Bishop  Chase,  after  careful 
investigation,  for  natural  beauty  of  surroundings 
and  healthfulness  of  climate.  The  plateau  on  which 
the  College  and  village  are  situated  rises  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  the  valley  of  the  Ko- 
kosing  River,  which  flows  around  it  on  three  sides. 


Buildings 

Bexley  Hall,  (1839)  the  home  of  the  Divinity 
School,  which  is  a  three-story  building  of  pure  Eliza- 
bethan architecture,  stands  in  its  own  park  of 
several  acres.  In  the  summer  of  1913  a  complete 
reconstruction  of  the  interior  was  undertaken  and 
the  renovated  building  was  reoccupied  in  January, 
1915.  The  cost  has  been  about  $80,000  and  the 
renovated  building  is  stronger,  better  and  more 
beautiful  than  the  original  structure.  While  only 
the  walls  and  roof  timbers  have  been  retained,  the 
beautiful  exterior  designed  by  Henry  Roberts,  the 
architect  of  the  London  Crystal  palace,  is  quite  un- 
changed. Bexley  Hall  is  therefore  a  new  building 
with  a  new  interior  arrangement.  The  first  floor 
now  contains  a  fine  chapel  with  a  visitors'  gallery,  a 
common  room  or  parlor,  and  four  recitation  rooms. 
The  second  and  third  floors  contain  single  rooms  and 
suites  for  two  students,  with  baths  on  each  floor. 
The  oriel  window  over  the  entrance,  formerly  of 
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wood,  has  been  replaced  in  stone,  while  retaining 
every  line  of  its  graceful  proportions  and  beautiful 
traceries. 

The  Seminary  Chapel  is  placed  under  the  dedica- 
tion of  St.  Mary,  following  the  precedent  of  the 
Chapel  at  Bexley,  England.  The  tile  floor,  cathedral 
windows  and  trussed  and  paneled  ceiling  are  hand- 
some features.  The  beautiful  altar  window  and  a 
two-manual  organ  with  pedal  rank  have  been  given 
by  Miss  Florence  Sullivan,  of  New  York. 

Colburn  Hall,  the  library  of  the  theological  semi- 
nary, is  built  in  the  same  style  as  Bexley  Hall,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  a  handsome  Tudor  arch. 
It  is  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  L.  C.  Colburn,  as  a 
memorial  of  her  husband,  Warren  Colburn. 


Library 

The  library  of  about  12,000  volumes,  housed  in 
Colburn  Hall,  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  books  of 
reference  and  the  standard  authorities  in  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  theological  study.  It  also  con- 
tains many  rare  and  curious  volumes,  some  of 
which  have  no  duplicates  on  this  side  of  the  Atlan- 
tic. The  nucleus  of  the  library  consists  of  gifts  to 
Bishops  Chase  and  Mcllvaine  from  members  of  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  colleges.  Bishop  Bedell's 
private  library  of  about  2,500  volumes  has  been 
added,  and  further  additions  are  made  from  the 
funds  given  by  Charles  D.  Betts  and  Mrs.  Bedell. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
'55,  the  valuable  collection  of  books  formerly  owned 
by  the  Rev.  John  F.  Ohl,  '61,  has  also  been  added  to 
the  library.  These  books  have  been  placed  in  es- 
pecially constructed  cases  in  Colburn  Hall. 
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THE  BEDELL  LECTURESHIP 

A  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  established  by 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Bedell  provides  for  biennial  lec- 
tures on  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Re- 
ligion, or  the  Relation  of  Science  to  Religion.  These 
lectures  are  given  every  other  year  on  Founder's 
Day,  which  is  celebrated  on  the  Festival  of  all 
Saints.  The  foundation  provides  also  for  the  publi- 
cation of  the  lectures.

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DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 


THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR   STREIBERT 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

1.  Language.  The  study  of  Hebrew  begun,  Har- 
per's Elements  of  Hebreiv  and  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual  being  used  as  text-books.  In  connection 
with  these,  easy  historical  prose  is  read  in  the  Pen- 
tateuch and  the  Books  of  Samuel  and  Ruth.  A 
thorough  mastery  of  Hebrew  etymology  and  the 
acquirement  of  a  vocabulary  are  made  the  special 
aims  of  the  year's  work.    Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction  and  History.  The 
year  is  given  to  a  careful  study  of  the  Historical 
Books  in  connection  with  the  history  of  Israel,  so- 
cial, political  and  religious.  Attention  is  also  given 
to  the  history  of  the  old  Canon  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  the  origin  of  the  several  ancient  versions, 
Aramaic,  Syriac,  Greek  and  Latin.  Two  hours  a 
week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

1.  Language  and  Interpretation.  In  connection 
with  the  reading  and  critical  exegesis  of  numerous 
Psalms  and  of  poetical  portions  of  the  Pentateuch, 
the  principles  of  Hebrew  Syntax  are  carefully 
studied. 

2.  Old  Testament  Introduction.  The  Poetical  and 
Prophetical  Books  are  studied  in  the  Revised  Ver- 
sion, with  lectures  on  the  several  forms  of  Hebrew 
poetry,  and  the  rise  and  development  of  prophecy. 
Two  hours  a  week. 
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SENIOR  YEAR— 

Interpretation  and  Criticism.  Portions  of  several 
Prophetical  Books,  chiefly  Isaiah,  are  read  in  the 
original  in  connection  with  the  study  of  critical 
problems  presented.  Lectures  are  also  delivered  on 
Pentateuchal  Criticism  and  Old  Testament  Theol- 
ogy.   Two  hours  a  week. 

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  IN  ENGLISH 

For  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  there  are 
two  courses  in  Exegesis  based  on  the  Revised  Ver- 
sion. One  course  takes  up  the  poetical  books  of 
Job,  Psalms,  Proverbs  and  Ecclesiastes,  the  other 
the  most  important  portions  of  the  Prophetical 
Books,  especially  Isaiah,  Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and 
Jeremiah.  These  courses  are  given  in  alternate 
years  for  members  of  the  Middle  and  Senior  classes. 


THE  NEW  TESTAMENT 

PROFESSOR  WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  in  the  Junior  Year  begins  with  a  short 
course  in  Palestine  and  its  people  in  the  time  of 
Christ.  One  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  is  then  taken 
up  and  read  minutely  in  class,  special  attention 
being  given  to  the  Greek  language  and  to  the  de- 
velopment of  an  exegetical  method  and  habit.  In 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  course  is  given  in  the 
Teaching  of  Jesus. 

Parallel  with  this  is  a  study  of  the  Books  of  the 
New  Testament  in  their  historical  setting,  the  events 
which  they  narrate,  and  the  circumstances  out  of 
which  they  appeared.  Recitations  and  lectures 
four  hours  a  week. 
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MIDDLE  YEAR— 

The  work  of  this  year  commences  with  a  review 
of  the  beginnings  of  the  Christian  Church  as  re- 
corded in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  This  leads  to 
the  life  and  work  of  St.  Paul,  which  are  then  taken 
up,  on  the  basis  of  the  Acts  and  of  the  Epistles 
which  fall  within  the  "Missionary  Journeys/'  the 
chief  aim  being  to  bring  forth  the  salient  points  of 
his  doctrine  and  the  conditions  to  which  they  ap- 
plied. 

In  this  year  the  Introduction  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment is  studied,  covering  the  contents  of  rthe  Books 
and  the  more  important  problems  of  authorship 
and  historicity.    Three  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

The  work  of  the  Middle  Year  is  continued  in  this 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  Captivity  are  carefully 
studied.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  is  also  read, 
and  compared  with  the  Pauline  writings. 

The  especial  work  of  this  year  is  exegesis.  The 
endeavor  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use 
of  commentaries,  and  to  lead  him  to  acquire  facility 
in  arriving  at  the  meaning  of  passages  in  their  con- 
text.   Four  hours  a  week. 

In  the  course  of  the  three  years  as  much  of  the 
New  Testament  is  read  in  Greek  as  possible,  and  the 
whole  of  it  in  English. 
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CHURCH  HISTORY,  POLITY  AND  CANON  LAW 

PROFESSOR  BYRER 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

Church  History  to  the  Eleventh  Century.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  Third  and  Fourth  Cen- 
turies. Text-books:  Walker  A  History  of  the 
Christian  Church,  Duchesne  The  Early  History  of 
the  Churchy  Jackson  An  Introduction  to  the  History 
of  Christianity  Use  is  also  made  of  Harnack 
History  of  Dogma,  Tixeront  History  of  Dogma,  Bigg 
Origins  of  Chistianity,  and  others.  Two  hours  a 
week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

Continental  Church  History  from  the  Eleventh 
Century  to  the  present.  The  leading  subject  dur- 
ing the  first  term  is  the  growth,  culmination  and 
decline  of  the  Papal  power.  Attention  is  given  to 
Mediaeval  life  and  thought.  During  the  second 
term  the  Continental  Reformation  is  studied.  Text- 
books: Walker,  Jackson,  Lindsay  A  History  of  the 
Reformation.  Use  is  also  made  of  Taylor  The 
Mediaeval  Mind,  Creighton  A  History  of  the  Papacy, 
and  others.    Two  hours  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

English  and  American  Church  History.  Text- 
books :  Patterson  A  History  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, McConnell  A  History  of  the  American  Epis- 
copal Church.  For  the  Reformation  period  use  is 
also  made  of  the  volumes  of  Gairdner  and  Frere  in 
the  Stephens  and  Hunt  Series.    Two  hours  a  week. 

Polity  and  Canon  Law.  The  main  topics  covered 
in  the  course  in  Polity  are  the  early  organization  of 
the    Church,    later    developments    in    ecclesiastical 
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organization,  and  a  comparison  of  various  types  of 
polity.  The  work  in  Canon  Law  consists  of  a  study 
of  the  history  of  canon  law,  and  a  detailed  study  of 
the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  American 
Church.    One  hour  a  week. 


THEOLOGY 

PROFESSOR  DAVIES 


JUNIOR  YEAR- 


The  first  half  of  the  year  is  given  to  the  study  of 
Apologetics.  Epistemology,  Theism,  Antitheistic 
Theories,  and  Christian  Origins  are  some  of  the  sub- 
jects, Text-book :  Harris  Pro  Fide.  Use  is  also  made 
of  Harris  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism,  Fisher 
Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief,  Row 
Bampton  Lectures,  and  others.  Half  year.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  The  subjects  studied  are  Theology 
Proper  and  Anthropology.  The  plan  followed  in  the 
entire  course  is,  first,  the  statement  of  the  Church 
doctrine ;  second,  an  examination  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment teaching  on  each  doctrine;  and  third,  the 
history  of  the  development  of  the  doctrine.  The 
books  used  are  Pearson  On  the  Creed ;  Hooker,  Book 
V;  MacLear  and  Williams  on  The  Articles;  Gibson 
on  The  Articles ;  Stevens  New  Testament  Theology ; 
Fisher  History  of  Christian  Doctrines,  and  others. 
Half  year.    Three  hours  a  week. 

MIDDLE  YEAR— 

Systematic  Theology  is  continued  during  the 
year.  Soteriology,  Pneumatology,  Ecclesiology,  and 
Eschatology.  Frequent  written  work,  calling  for 
research  is  required.  Full  year.  Four  hours  a 
week. 
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SENIOR  YEAR^ 

The  entire  year  is  given  to  Christian  Ethics.  A 
preparatory  course  in  Philosophical  Ethics,  with  a 
history  of  ethical  theory,  is  given.  Christian 
Ethics  is  taught  in  a  practical  manner  in  its  bear- 
ing on  modern  conditions.  There  is  given  a  history 
of  the  Social  Service  of  the  Church.  Book  used: 
Smyth,  Martensen,  Strong,  Peabody,  Rauschen- 
busch,  and  many  others.  Full  year.  Three  hours  a 
week. 

LITURGICS 

PROFESSOR  WATSON 
JUNIOR  YEAR— 

The  Study  of  Liturgies  is  begun  in  the  Junior 
Year,  with  a  course  upon  the  use  of  the  Prayer 
Book.  The  text-book  employed  as  a  basis  is  Bishop 
Paret's  "Pastoral  Use  of  the  Prayer  Book'*  supple- 
mented from  other  sources,  the  object  being  to  fa- 
miliarize the  student  with  the  rubrics  of.  the  book 
and  to  guide  him  in  practical  interpretation  of  them 
as  well  as  to  study  the  rationale  and  meaning  of  the 
services.     One  hour  a  week. 

SENIOR  YEAR— 

During  this  year  the  history  of  the  Prayer  Book 
is  pursued,  together  with  a  special  study  of  the 
principles  of  public  worship,  and  of  the  Communion 
Office  and  early  Liturgies.  The  text-book  used  is 
Proctor  and  Frere's  "History  of  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer"    One  hour  a  week. 
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HOMILETICS 
DEAN  MERCER 

The  text-book  is  Garvie's  "The  Christian  Preach- 
er."   Many  other  books  are  read  during  the  course. 

The  sermons  of  great  preachers  are  analyzed  and 
carefully  studied.  The  students  are  later  required 
to  make  outlines  of  the  different  types  of  sermons, 
which  are  read  in  class  and  criticized  by  the  stu- 
dents and  instructor.  Written  sermons  based  on 
these  outlines  are  then  prepared  and  delivered  be- 
fore the  class.  In  the  senior  year  training  is  given 
in  preaching  without  manuscript  or  notes. 

Once  a  week  during  the  entire  seminary  course 
there  is  an  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking. 
Popular  subjects  are  selected  and  the  students  dis- 
cuss them  either  in  debates  or  unwritten  addresses. 
At  these  exercises  Professor  Lockert  of  the  College 
Faculty  has  given  the  students  the  benefit  of  his 
criticism. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  successful 
preachers  have  addressed  the  students  of  the  Sem- 
inary on  their  method  of  sermon  construction. 
The  list  of  such  speakers  includes  Bishops  Leonard 
and  Vincent  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Craig 
Stewart,  the  Rev.  Frederick  S.  Fleming  and  the 
Rev.  Elliot  F.  Talmadge. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  instruction  in  voice 
culture  and  effective  public  reading  of  the  Church 
service. 
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RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

DEAN  MERCER 

This  course  runs  through  the  middle  year.  In 
the  first  semester  the  work  deals  with  educational 
principles  in  general  and  with  "child  study.  In  the 
second  semester  it  deals  mainly  with  practical  mat- 
ters of  Sunday  School  organization,  grading,  man- 
agement, lessons,  social  activities,  benevolences,  etc. 

Lectures  are  given  throughout  the  course.  The 
library  contains  a  number  of  the  best  books  on  edu- 
cation in  general  and  on  religious  education;  to 
these  reference  is  constantly  made. 

There  is  also  a  collection  of  lesson  books  and 
lesson  papers  of  various  series,  and  these  are 
examined  by  the  student  to  note  their  excellencies 
and  faults.    Two  hours  a  week. 

HISTORY  OF  MISSIONS 

PROFESSOR  BYRER 

After  a  rapid  review  of  missionary  history  from 
the  time  of  the  Apostles  to  the  present  day,  the  for- 
eign and  domestic  mission  fields  of  our  own  Church 
are  studied  with  the  aid  of  the  reports  published  by 
the  Board  of  Missions.  For  Seniors,  one  hour  a 
week,  one-half  year. 
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ADMISSION 

Any  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States 
with  full  qualifications  according  to  Title  1,  Canon 
4,  Section  2,  may  be  received  as  a  student  of  the 
seminary ;  and  any  other  person  who  may  give  suf- 
ficient evidence  of  a  good  moral  and  religious  char- 
acter, and  of  such  literary  qualifications,  to  be  de- 
termined by  examination,  as  will  enable  him  suc- 
cessfully to  pursue  theological  studies.  Applicants 
for  admission  are  requested  to  address  the  Dean. 

MATRICULATION 

Every  student,  on  being  admitted  to  full  stand- 
ing, must  subscribe  the  following  declaration  in  the 
Matriculation  Book  of  the  Seminary: 

"We,  the  subscribers,  students  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment of  Kenyon  College,  do  solemnly  promise,  with 
reliance  on  Divine  Grace,  that  we  will  faithfully  obey 
the  laws  and  pursue  the  studies  thereof,  endeavor  to  pro- 
mote the  reputation  and  interests  of  the  Seminary,  and 
make  daily  efforts,  by  pious  reading,  self-examination, 
and  secret  prayer,  to  cultivate  all  religious  and  moral 
disposition  and  habits,  and  grow  in  those  graces  which 
should  characterize  the  Christian  and  minister  of  the 
Cross." 

SEMINARY  YEAR 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  known  as 
the  _  Christmas,  Easter  and  Trinity  terms.  The 
Christmas  term  begins  with  Evening  Prayer  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  in  September.  Detailed  statement 
with  dates  is  found  in  the  Calendar  on  page  3. 
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LECTURES 

In  addition  to  lectures  by  the  Professors  and  the 
Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  Ohio  and  South- 
ern Ohio,  lectures  are  delivered  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  by  prominent  clergymen. 

EXAMINATIONS 

An  examination  of  each  class  is  held  previous  to 
the  Annual  Commencement  and  certificates  are 
awarded  to  those  who,  on  the  final  examination,  are 
found  to  have  pursued  satisfactorily  the  full  course 

of  study. 

All  students  dispensed  from  Hebrew  are  re- 
quired to  take  an  equivalent,  to  be  designated  by 
the  Faculty. 

DEGREES  AND  HOODS 

1.  All  examinations  for  degrees  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty  on  Friday  preceding  Com- 
mencement week,  and  on  Tuesday  preceding  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year. 

2.  The  rules  concerning  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  in  order  to  receive  the 
decree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  must  be  college  gradu- 
ates or  have  an  education  substantially  equivalent;  and 
must  have  maintained  throughout  their  course  m  the 
Seminary  an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Graduates  of  Bexley  Hall,  who  are  College  grad- 
uates or  have  had  an  education  substantially  equivalent, 
and  who  have  failed  to  attain  a  grade  of  eighty-five  per 
cent  while  in  residence,  may  become  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  provided  that  they  spend 
in  preparation  the  equivalent  of  one  years  work  of 
twelve  hours  a  week,  and  pass  an  examination  on  the 
work  with  a  grade  of  eighty-five  per  cent. 

(c)  Graduates  from  other  Seminaries  who  are  college 
graduates  or  have  an  education  substantially  equivalent, 
may  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  provided 
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that  they  have  taken  one  year's  work  of  twelve  hours  a 
week  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall,  following  lines  of  spe- 
cial research,  and  have  passed  an  examination  on  the 
work  with  a  grade  of  eighty-five  per  cent. 

(d)  Applicants  who  are  in  Priest's  Orders  and  who  are 
not  seminary  graduates,  but  who  submit  thoroughly  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  such  long,  continued  and  intelligent 
study  in  the  field  of  sacred  learning  as  may  fit  them  to 
undertake  the  special  work  leading  to  a  degree,  may 
qualify  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  provided 
that  they  are  College  graduates  or  have  an  education 
substantially  equivalent,  and  that  they  spend  at  least  a 
year  in  residence  at  Bexley  Hall. 

(e)  Requirements  for  residence  under  paragraphs  (c) 
and  (d)  above  may  be  dispensed  with  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Faculty. 

(f)  The  Candidate  shall  select  on  the  advice  of  the 
Faculty  one  major  and  two  minor  subjects.  The  time 
given  to  the  major  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the 
time  given  to  the  whole  course.  He  shall  pursue  his 
studies  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Faculty  and  shall  report  on  his  work  at  stated  inter- 
vals. He  shall  present  a  thesis  in  proper  form  on  his 
major  subject,  not  less  than  five  weeks  before  the  date  of 
examination,  and  shall  also  take  an  oral  examination  in 
the  presence  of  the  Faculty  or  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Faculty.

3.  The  rules  concerning  the  Degree  of  Master 
of  Sacred  Theology  are  as  follows : 

(a)  The  degree  of  Master  of  Sacred  Theology  will  be 
conferred  only  on  those  who  have  been  at  least  two  years 
in  Priests'  Orders,  and  who  have  the  degrees  of  B.A. 
and  B.D.  The  Faculty,  by  unanimous  consent,  may  ad- 
mit a  candidate  without  the  degree  of  B.  A. 

(b)  The  course  of  study  must  be  equal  to  one  year's 
work  of  twelve  hours  a  week,  spent  in  residence  at  Bex- 
ley Hall,  following  lines  of  special  research.  Residence 
at  Bexley  Hall  may  be  dispensed  with  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Faculty.  The  candidate  shall  select  on  the  advice 
of  the  Faculty,  one  major  and  two  minor  subjects.    The 
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time  given  to  the  major  subject  shall  not  be  less  than 
one-half  the  time  given  to  the  whole  course.  He  shall 
pursue  his  studies  under  the  direction  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Faculty  and  shall  report  on  his  work 
at  stated  intervals.  He  shall  present  a  thesis  in  proper 
form  on  his  major  subject,  which  shall  show  original 
research  work,  not  less  than  five  weeks  before  the  date 
of  examination.  A  copy  of  the  thesis  must  be  deposited 
in  Bexley  Library.  The  candidate  shall  also  take  an 
oral  examination  in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty  or  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  Faculty.

4.  The  rules  concerning  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  are  as  follows: 

(a)  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  will  not  be  con- 
ferred on  anyone  who  has  not  been  at  least  ten  years  in 
Priests'  Orders.  The  candidate  must  have  the  degrees  of 
B.A.  and  B.D.  The  Faculty  may  by  unanimous  consent 
admit  a  candidate  without  the  degree  of  B.  A. 

(b)  The  course  of  study  must  be  equal  to  three  years' 
work  of  twelve  hours  a  week,  one  of  these  years  must  be 
spent  in  Bexley  Hall,  but  the  Faculty  may  by  unanimous 
consent  dispense  with  this  residence  requirement.  The 
candidate  shall  select  on  the  advice  of  the  Faculty,  one 
major  and  two  minor  subjects.  The  time  given  to  the 
major  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the  time  given  to 
the  whole  course.  He  shall  pursue  his  studies  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Faculty  and 
shall  report  on  his  work  at  stated  intervals.  He  shall 
present  a  thesis  in  proper  form  on  his  major  subject, 
which  shall  show  original  research  work,  not  less  than 
five  weeks  before  date  of  examination.  A  copy  of  the 
thesis  must  be  deposited  in  the  Bexley  Library.  He 
shall  also  take  an  oral  examination  in  the  presence  of 
the  Faculty  or  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Faculty.

5.  The  hoods  adopted  by  the  Seminary  are  in 
accordance  with  the  American  intercollegiate 
system. 
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EXPENSES 

No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  room  rent, 
permanent  furniture,  or  use  of  library.  Text-books 
and  movable  furniture  (such  as  bedding,  towels, 
etc.),  are  to  be  provided  by  students. 

Aid  will  be  given  to  properly  qualified  students 
by  scholarships,  or  by  the  Joint  Education  Commit- 
tee of  the  Dioceses  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio. 

The  establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  summer  of  1912,  for 
all  students  connected  with  Kenyon  College,  makes 
possible  the  furnishing  of  good  board  at  a  mini- 
mum cost.  All  students  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment are  expected  to  board  at  the  Commons  Hall, 
while  holders  of  scholarships  or  appropriations  from 
the  Education  Committee  are  required  to  do  so,  all 
such  beneficiary  aid  being  applied  first  to  the  pay- 
ment of  bills  for  board,  light,  heat  and  laundry. 
The  estimated  cost  is  as  follows: 

Board,  about  $225.00. 

Heat  and  light,  from  $25.00  to  $50.00. 

Laundry,  about  $25.00. 

SCHOLARSHIP   AND   BENEFICIARY   AID 

The  income  from  the  following  endowed  scholar- 
ships is  available  for  the  use  of  theological  students : 

The  Hannah  More  Scholarship  of  200  pounds,  founded 
in  1835  by  bequest  of  Hannah  More. 

The  Clark  Scholarship  $1,071,  founded  in  1835  by 
Mrs.  Lucy  Clark. 

The  McIlvaine  Scholarship  of  $4,200,  founded  by  be- 
quest of  Bishop  McIlvaine,  in  memory  of  a  beloved  son.  The 
incumbent  must  have  completed  a  classical  course  in  college 
and  also  the  studies  of  the  first  year  in  the  theological 
course. 

The  Platt  Benedict  Fund  of  certain  property  left  in 
trust  to  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Nor- 
walk,  Ohio,  by  Platt  Benedict  of  that  town. 
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The  Sullivan  Scholarship  of  $1,000,  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Phebe  S.  Sullivan  of  New  York. 

The  Bedell  Prize  Scholarship  of  $5,000,  founded  by 
bequest  of  Mrs.  Julia  Strong  Bedell.  It  is  awarded  to  that 
student  entering  the  Theological  Seminary,  who  shall  have 
maintained  the  highest  standing  when  an  undergraduate  in 
Kenyon  College. 

The  Hyde  Scholarship  of  $4,750,  founded  by  bequest 
of  the  Rev.  William  Hyde,  '64  A.B.,  '67  Bex.  The  income  is 
"to  be  given  annually  to  the  support  of  a  theological  student 
preparing  for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  as  the  Faculty  of  Kenyon  College  may  direct." 

Appropriations  are  also  made  to  students  from 
missionary  dioceses  from  the  Ethan  Stone  Fund,  es- 
tablished by  Ethan  Stone,  of  Cincinnati,  admin- 
istered by  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  and  from 
the  Hannah  M.  Stocker  Fund,  of  which  the  Bishops 
of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio  are  the  trustees. 


SERVICES 

There  is  daily  service,  morning  and  evening,  and 
Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  Holy  Days,  and  every 
Thursday  in  the  Seminary  Chapel.  The  students 
are  appointed  in  turn  to  read  the  lessons  for  the 
day. 
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
